Forty Arrested After. Shooting. 

When he tried to arrest toe players Lyttans 
resisted. A fight ensued and Lyttans jerked 
away from the policeman anc started for the 
doo."way. 

Halvergen is said to have drawn his re- 
volver, ordered the man to stop, and then 
shot. Lyttahan fell tc the floor fatally wound- 
ed and died before a physician arrived. 

Forty persons in the room at the time were 
placed under arrest and taken to the West 
Chicago avenue station, where: they were 
charged with being inmates of a ‘gambling 
house, 

A panic among the men in the room at the 
rear of the saloon followed the shooting and 
for a time the detectives had a hard fight on 
their hands and were forced to threaten their 
prisoners continuously to keep them from 
making efforts to get out of the room in which 
they had been trapped. 

Reports had been received by Chief Steward 
that young girls were lured to the wineroom 
and rooms known as the Hotel Royal. 


Thought Headquarters of Black Hand. 

Other reports were to the effect that gam- 
bling was conducted in the place, dice, poker, 
and other games’ being played, and it was also 
believed that the room at times was used by 
Italians to formulate plans for blackmailing 
their wealthy fellow countrymen. 

The saloonkeeper was known under a 
number of alfases. One was George Dittler, 
but because his license frequently was re- 
voker he changed his name. He was last 
known as George Lytthan. 

Following these reports Assistant Chief 
Schuettier instructed his men to investigate 
the place and raid the saloon if gambling or 
other violations were found. 

Detectives Halverson and Michael Devito 
went to the saloon and after passing through 
the front to a poolroom saw nothing to 
arouse their suspicions. In the next room 
was a small palm garden and here the de- 
tectives saw half a dozen young girls in 
various stages of intoxication in company 
with a number of Italians, 


Gamblers Trapped in Room. 

All were drinking beer or wine. In the room 
at the rear of the palm garden the detectives 
by listening heard the clink of money and 
the smothered talk of excited gamblers. 

They stepped close to the dor and in doing 
sO pressed down a loose board which gave 
the men inside a signal of danger. All gam- 
bling was stopped gas the door was opened 
and Halversen and Devito stepped into the 

small room. 

Four doors led out of this gambling room 
and to protect themselves from raids al) 
these had been locked on the ihside and Lytt- 
-han usually carried the key to use fn case 
of emergency. Last night by some mischance 
he left the key in the front of the saloon and 
all the men were unable to get ovt, being

Bl Paso, Texas, Apri! 15.—Fighting, which 
is believed to be preliminary to a general at- 
tack on Juares, began carly today, about 
ten miles south of here, near Bauche, and Ras 
been in progress all day. 

Information received here late today was 
that the battle was still in progress, but with 
what advantage to either side was not stated, 


‘Information regarding casualties is equaily’ 


meager. 

In shite of the nearness of actual fight- 
ing theré is a lack of excitement In Juares 
and El Paso such as existed at the time of 
Gen. Orozco’s advance on Juarez and his 
battie with Gen. Rabago at Bauche. How- 
ever, precautions are being taken by Mexican 
and United States officials for the protec- 
tion of non-combatants. 

Gen. Navarro notified United States Consul 
Edwards that an embargo would be placed on 
all traffic from the United States. The El 
Paso chamber of commerce aigo conferred 
with Col. Sharpe, commanding the United 
States troops here, relative to the protection 
of this city from an experience similar to 
that In Douglas, Ariz. 


Federal Cavalry Ambushed. | 

Today's fighting opened when 100 federal 
cavalrymen were ambushed by insurrectos. 
The government troops later were reinforced 
by 100 infantry and fifty cavalry from Juarez. 
The insurrecto force is estimated at 500. 

The insurrectos came from the south one 
train and took their position in a well pro- 
tected cafion, while the federals fought itn 
the open plain. However, the rebels declined 
to take the offensive throughout the day. be- 
ine content to meet the federal assaults. The 
battle developed into an endurance contest 
at long range 

Late today the federais sent to Juarez for 
a field piece with which they hoped to be able 
to dislodge the rebel force. 

Shortly before dark an American néwe- 
paper man and a Juarez physician returned 
from the battlefield, bringing with them two 
wounded federals. They were informed by 


a staff officer that several federals had been . 


wounded, but none killed. 
No information was obtainable on the field 
as to the tnsurrecto loss. 


Profess Confidence in Juarez. 


Juarez officials are making no more strenv- 
ous preparations for the defense of the city 
than has been in progress for several days, 
The commanders insist they do not believe it 
is the main rebel army near Bauche, and that 
an early attack of Juarez ig not to be feared.

setting forth his demands. It is believed Dr, 
Gomez has outlined some suggestions which 
he hopes might lead to conciliation without 
insistence on Madero’s demands, which Mex-~ 
s as impossible. 

Reports from the south, particularly in the 
estates of Durango and Zacatecas, show the 
insurrectos are extending their sway over a 
wider territory. Many railroads connecting 
the lerger cities have been disabled, and 
thousands of noncombatants are cut off. 

The reporte show that, except for the larger 
tewns, the rebels now move unmolested over 
the country extending southward from the 
United States border more than bait way to 
Mexico City. 


AGUA PRIETA AWAITS ATTACE. 

Agua Prieta, Mexico, Apri! 15.—At sundowa 
tonight Agua Prieta was still facing the 
hourly expected battle. 

The federal force advancing upon the city 
wae loveted last night in the Nacozgari valley, 
te the southwest of Agua Prieta. Americans 
coming from Fronteras passed the federals 
this afternoon. They are said to number 
Between 1,100 and 1,400 men and have several 
machine guns and one field piece. 

The rebels in Agua Prieta hae an actual 
fighting strength of about 80 men. Antonio 
Garcia, who is erroneously reported as hav- 
ing reached here, is expected to arrive with 
his commanéd of 600 men in time to take part 
in the defense of the city. It is believed he 
is held. back for the purpose of attacking\the 
federals from the rear when they open are 


on Agua Prieta. 


The insurrectos have the utmost confidence 
they can repel] any army the federal govern- 
ment can bring together in northern Sonora. 
Rebel chieftains amused themselves today 
by posing for their pictures for women pho- 
tographers and giving away souvenirs in the 
Bhape of loaded rifie cartridges. 

Balassaria Garcia, the insurrecto com- 
mander-in-chief, is a picturesque character. 
He haé a orippled right leg and looks like-the 
picture of the one time famous Gen. Santa 
Ane. He wears a broad sash of Mexican 
national ¢olors and carries a cottonwood 


cane. 


Engage Setieins in United States. 

Three rebels who were wounded in the fight- 
ing at Bacanuchi, near Cananea, applied for 
permission today to cross the line into Doug- 
las for medical treatment. They were in- 
formed that, without arms, they. might cross 
the line, but would be treated as prisoners and 
could not-return to Agua Prieta. They de- 
clined to surrender their chance for another

the American city.

The invasion’ of Mexican ter- 
ritory which movements from Douglas and 
El Paso would constitute will be merely for 
the protection of American life and property, 
and will not lead to permanent occupation. 


Neutral Zone May Be Necessary. 

It may be necessary for the administration 
to. notify the Mexican government and tie 
rebels that a neutral sone, say of t ten miles, 
must extend along the frontier in order that 
no damage may occur to Americans. Within 
this sone military operations will be pro- 
hibited, and such prohibition will be enforcei, 
if necessary, by the American forces, 

Mexico probably would resist such action, 
but to do so might lead to permanent occupa- 
tion, and under the stress of circumstances 
President Diaz probably would yield. 

The time for American intervention to re- 
store peace throughout Mexico has not yet 
arrived, in the judgment.of the administra- 
tion. It realizes, however, that the reforms 
President Diez has proposed are inadequate 
to. meet the situation and they are expecting 
he will extend them. Should he fai! to do so. 
then the itusurrection will coritinue, the Diaz 
government probably will fall, and interven- 
tion with more or less permanent occupa- 
tion will follow. 

Taft Will Refer to Congress. 

But before this decisive step is taken, the 
president will advise congress of conditions 
and will ask authority to order the forward 
movement of the troops. 

The situation is not one the sstiaminss and 
his advisers are contemplating with any de- 
gree of, satisfaction. They believe develop- 
ments have demonstrated the wisdom of the 
mobilization of troops on the Mexican fron- 
tier. Reports-received by the state depart- 
| ment from consuls all over Mexico show there 
ig a general state’ of unrest and discontent, 


tions, notably the north.

This will add 800 
men to the guard in Arizona. 

This step on the part of the president sup- 
plements his warning to the Mexioan and 
revolutionary authorities that American 
lives and intereste must not be endangered 
by unrestrained border line fighting. It 
completes, it is sajd, the administration’s 
present program of precaution. 


Expect Dias Will Heed Warning. 

Thé fact is. emphasized in official quarters 
that the American troops in the south have 
specific instructions not to crose into Mexico 
under any circumstances. The officers In 
command have been ordered to preserve a 
strict neutrality and to see that American 
citizens do not expose themeel'ves to unwar- 
ranted danger. 

It is confidently expected in administration 
circles that the Mexican government and the 
commanders of the insurgent forces will heed 
the warning from the president of the United 
States and, as far as the exigencies of war 
will permit, choose their battlegrounds with 
profound respect for the rights of a neutral 
power. 

No reply hes yet been received by the state 
department to the representations made to 
the Mexican government in this connection, 
but already assurance has been réceived from 
the rebe} commander at Agua Pri¢ta'that the 
Douglas incident will not be repeated. 

Officials are loth to discuss the acute sit~ 
uation that would arise in case an American 
town is again threatened.

Washington Awaits Developments.

Hood is treasurer of a company organized 
uhdér the laws of Illinois with a capital of 
$5,000. The other concern, which also was 
termed the National Theatrical corporation, 
was organized under the laws of South Da- 
kota and had a capita! of $50,000, 


Organization Split After Row, 

The specific charge against Hood is that he 
used blank. advertisements to induce appli- 

cants to invest money in the company after 
promising them that they would be given a 
position. It is charged that he failed tocarry 
out his agreements; 

The history of thé two National Theatrical 
porporationis dates back several months. The 
first concern was organized, it is said, by 
Charles BE. Henderson, Samuel W. Séelig, 
and Leslie G. Langlois. ge eg te was 

secured in South Dakota. . Hood wes 
persuaded to invest $1,000, Nong asserts, and 
was given the position of general manager, 
The office was opened Feb. 15. at 112 Ran- 
dolph street, and to all appearance the con- 
cern Was prosperous. 

Fourteen subsidiary corporations, which 
wate to carry on every branch of the theat- 
rical business from training persons for the 
stage and securing them positions to buy- 
iig ahd Optrating theaters, were organired.

CREAT. CHINESE LOAN SIGNED || 


Americans Will Finance $50,- 
000,000 Deal in the Orient. 


"PROJECT LONG UNDER WAY. 


Europ’ans Gain Point by Obtaining 
Adviser to Government.

PEKING. April 15.—The $50,000,000 loan. to 
China’ by a growyp of American financiers, ne- 
gctiations for which have been gding on for 
a long time, was signed today. 

The ,loah will be used in furthering cur- 
rency reforms and other interests of the Chi- 
nese empire. Tt was first projected as an 
American enterprise purely and was orig- 
inally sought by the Chinese for politica? pus- 

ees : 

European Capital Let In. 

An imperial edict iseued Oct. 29 last au- 
thorized the loan from a group of American 
+ financiers, who were to take a bond issue 
to cover the loan at 95. The bonds were to‘ 
mature in from forty to. forty-five years 
from issuance and to bear 5 per cent interest. 

Later a sugestion was made to allow Eu- 
ropean capital to take part in tHe loan, and, | 
after negotiations covering several months, 
an agreement was reached providing that 
four banking. groups of the United. States, 


England, Germany, and France should par- 
ticipate equally in the loan. 


Loan Secured by Revenues. 

The loan is secured by the provincia) reve- 
nues. According to the terms of the agree- 
ment the banking groups representing the 
United States; Great Britain, France, and 
Germany will pay to China $5,000,000 tmmedi- 
ately, $5,000,000 when the powers have ap- 
proved of thé currency reform and Manchu- 
rian development schemes, and the remain- 
der in installments coveringsome months. , 

The agreement does not provide for a 
finazicial adviser to the Chinese government, 
| the Chinese having refused to allow that pro- 
P vistion'to be included, but the Peking govern- 
ment adfressed a note to William J. Calhoun, 
the American minister, asking him to appoint 
an/adviser. The American bankers referred 
the selection of an adviser to the participat- 
ing bankers, who are now discussing the ap- 
. pointment of a neutral financial expert. 


_ Calhoun. Pleased with Deal. 

At first the American minister regretted 
thé necessity of sharing the loan with the for- 

eign financial groups, but he now expresses 
himself pleased \with the participation of the 
foreign bankers, and says China will benefit 
by the accord of the four greatest lending 
groups operating here, who also will share fu- 
ture Chinese loang.

This exceeds the record of any 
year in the city’s history. 

Mullaney Shows Need of System. - 
| Necessary neorganization in the department 
ot public works hasvinterfered with copstruc- 
tive work and planning for the future, ac- | 
cording to the report made to Mayor Busse 
postardan by Commiseioner Bernard J.. Mul- 

ey 

Despite unfavorable conditions, however, 
he believes considerable’ improvement has 
beén made both in business methods and the 
character, quality, and quantity of the work. 
Mr. Mullaney divides the credit with hie dep- 
uty, Oscar B. Hewitt, John A. Kleine, 
head accountant and acting ohlef clerk. 

In speaking of the néed of organization the 
commissioner said: ** This department trans- 
acts more different kinds of businese than 
almost any private concern. Its expendi- 
tures,, not counting $6,000,000 of revenue col- 
lected, aggregate upward of $72,000,000 a 
year,” Commenting on suggestions that the 
department be divided he stated that it As 
“ well within the powers of a capable man 


if the businese is properly organized.’ 


Wants Separate Water Burean.

Police “Enact” New Law. 

“The police on Michigan boulevard have 
been under instructions to’arrest no one 
passing along the boulevard north of Twen- 
ty-second street Who deep not exceed 
eighteen miles an hous,” gaid Judge Gem- 
mill yesterday, “ The pdélice havé designated 
the territory north of Twenty-second street 
as business district and that south as a resi- 
dence district..

In ninety-five cases out ofa hundred 
the man charged with the offenge admits 
that he was exceeding the speed limit, but 
claims that on all sides of him were auto- 
mobilists going at the same or greater speed. 

“My recommendation ig that the law 
should be fixéd at some definite limitation, 
and that itehould be enforced at once. If ten 
miles per hour is too narrow a limitation, 
then make it twelve or fifteen miles, but 
enforce the law by arresting every one who 
violates it.’’.

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CITY HOLDS OFF MORGAN PARK 


‘Annexation’ Suspended Because 
of No “‘Suburb Budget.”’ 


“HOME RULERS” IN CLASH. 


Refuse to Attend Board Meeting and 
Balk Official Canvass. 


The annexation of Morgen Park to Chicago 
is suspended temporarily. 

The board of education yesterday discov- 
ered that it was drawn into the web of pe- 
culiar conditions that surround the acquisi- 
tion of the southwestern suburb, and its 
hurry cali for help resulted in the formal 
part of the annexation, anyway, beineg held 
up pending negotiations. This placés the 
echool board, city government, and the Mor- 
gan Parkers in similar position in the annex- 
ation grab bag. 

The Morgan Park trusteés failed to make 
any levy or appropriation for the present 
year. As the city already has made up its 
budget and arranged its levy, the suburban- 
ites will have to trust to council clemency 
and luck in the matter of police and fire pro- 
tection. as well as for improvements. As 
portions of Morgan Park lie in five different 
school districts, there was no educational 
provision made for the new addition to Chi- 
cago. 


Levy Plan Is Suggested. 

The board of education officials came to ae 
Féalization of this during the dey. Their 
appropriations, made before the annexation 
yote, did not consider the Morgan Park pos- 
sibilities. 80 the board's attorney, Frank 
Hamiin, was. dispatched to the corporation 
counsel’s office. He saw William D. Barge, 
assistant to Mr. Brundage, who suggested 
that if official approval of the canvass be held 
up the Morgan Park trustees might be pre- 
vailed upon to make a levy and straighten 
things out.

Ravinia park is to be saved again. 

The latest set of financial troubles of the. 
picturesque north shore pléasure spot ended 
yesterday when Frank R. McMullin secured 
an option to the park.

Plans are being perfected to open Ravinia 
July 1 for a ten weeks’ season. Although the 
program is necessarily tentative at present, 
it is declared to be of a character that will 
attract widespread interest. Walter Dam- 
rosch and Frederick Stock are members of 
the advisory committee, and they propose 
to make the park the recognized summer 
musical and dramatic capital of the country 
within a few years. 


Opera Supporters Back Park. 

Harold F. McCormick, a dirégtor of the 
Chicago Grand Opera company, is one of 
the ' impo t backers of the project, and 
other wealthy Chicagoans who have con- 
tributed liberally to the opera have signified 
their intention of helping reéstablish Ra- 
vinia. It is probable tha: the Thomas or- 
chestra will fill‘an engagement there this 
summer and that some of the opera stars will 
supplement their winter season by appear- 
ing as scloista 

Mr. McMullin expects to get fifteen sub- 
scribers of $5,000 each in order to swing the 
purohase df the park and establish \the nuc- 
leus of a guaranty fund, as provided by the 
obligations of the option negotiated yester- 
day.

Health Commissioner Writes 
Valedictery Showing What 
Term Has Accomplished. 


SAYS DOCTORS HELPED. 


) Inerease in Cost of Medical In- 


spection Offered as Proof 
of Co-operation. 


Dr. W. ‘“. Evans made public his valedic- 
tory as health commissioner yesterday. 
Apparently satisfied*that his successor will 
be named within a few days and that withina 
week he will have retuthed to his private 
practice, the bulletin: of the department is 
led with his farewell. 

It {s as follows: 

= When im 1907 I assumed responsibility for 
the health department I wrote that the work 
had been evolving. My predecessors had 
brought it up to a certain point and that I 
would try to bulld still further. I think that 
the reputation of the department throughout 
the world, the growth of the olde tivities 
of the department, and developm of new 
activities, the greater security of the people, 
and a better food and ¢tr supply, and ¢@great- 
er public interest in health, are furthér steps 
in that evolution. 


Department Real Health Aid. 

“Perhaps most significant of all, the de- 
partment is incorporated as, and in truth 
is, a school of sanitary instruction. -Here, 
too, there is evolution, since the nucleus of 
it was this bulletin, begun by Drs. Reynolds 
and Reilly. I am steadfast in the hope and 
I assure the public of my belief that my suc- 
cessor will continue this evolution, fighting 
off the few in the interest of the great, need-' 
ful mass. 

“ And now I wish to say in sincerity that 
the results accomplished have been due to 
the brains, energy, and faith of the men in 
charge of bureaus, and the men and women 
under them; to the vision and the courage of 
the mayor; to the cotperation of other de- 
partments of the city government; to the city 
council, which has passed every important 
ordinance asked of it, save one—that requir- 
ing that milk should be kept cold. 

‘ And finally, I join with the community in 
wishing the incoming commissioner of health 
large results from his labors.’’ 


Credits Aid of Physicians, 

Appended to the valedictory is a statement 
showing the codperation the department has 
received from Chicago physicians. This is 
not the formal department report, however. 
It will be-issued later. During 1906 there 
were but 11,613 contagious cases reported, 
while in 1910, despite the fact that the city as 
a whole was healthier, a total of 42;770 cases 
were reported, enabling the department to 
wage its battle in much better fashion.

Believed to Have Aided German- 
American Friendship. 


KAISER SENDS A TELEGRAM. 


Diplomat Will Participite in Reception 
to United States Ships. 


BERLIN, April 15.—The retirement of 
David Jayne Hill, whose resignation as am- 
bassador of the United States to Gérmany 
will become effective on July 1, is regretted at 
the foreign office, where the relations bet ween 
the government officiale and Mr. Hill have 
been of the best. It is felt here that‘Hill's 
tenure of the embassy has done much to fur- 
ther German-American friendship. 

The ambassador's resignation apparently 
did not come whoily as a surprise, though no 
official expression of his intention to abandon 
the diplomatic service had been received at 
the foreign office before Mr. Hill left Berlin 
on March 10 for America. Particular atten- 
tion {s called in official circles to the fact that 
the relations between Emperor William and 
the American ambassador are most cordial. 
The kaiser has telegraphed to Mr. Hill his 
regret at the American's resignation. 


Bernstorff Rumors Denied, 

American rum@rs that Count Heinrich von 
Bernstorff, the German ambassador at Wash- 
ington, was simultaneously resigning, which 
reports, it was thought, might give political 
significance to Mr. Hill's retirement, were 
promptly and emphatically denied at the for- 
eign office. 

The date upon which Ambassador Hill's 
resignation becomes effective will enable him 
to participate in the reception planned for 
the visiting Americagiwarships during Kiel 
week, which promises to be one of the most 
important demonstrations of the German- 
American good relations in recent years.

Kiel from June 22 until 
June 30.

Dr. Petrie at Sickness Pao Finds 
86 Varieties of Fleas on Rodents Liv- 
ing Along Manchurian Railroad. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
LONDON, Apri) 146.—A Peking telegram to 
London says that Dr. Petrie of the Lister in- 


‘stitute, the British delegate to the plegue 


conference at Mukden, Manchitria, discov- 
ered thirty-six species of fleas of large size 
on twelve marmots. This is an important 
discovery and provides the probable exple- 
nation of the method by which the plague 
infection is conveyed from the marmot, « 
rodent, to man. | 

All the medical experts on the spot have 
agreed, it is said, thet the plague epidemic 
originated among a species of marmot which 
exists in great numbers in the country trev- 
ersed by the Manchurian rallway. Dr. Petrie 
has demonstrated that the marmot is host 
to fleas presumably as a prelude to seeking 
to establish that, in Manchuria, the marmot 
flea has to a limited extent played che same 
part as the rat flea in India. 

The discovery was not unexpected, but it 
was by no means « 
There are over 400 known gpecies Of fleas, and 
only one or two of these species have been

Must Accept Veto Action. 
This approachment between the two coun- 


miers account for the undercurrent beneath 
the stormy tide of passionate Tory filibuster- 
ing that ell of the changes proposed by As- 
quith and the Liberal party will ultimately 
come not only rapidly but with lees real hose- 
tility than now appears. 

At the moment the Tories still are filibuster- 
ing in the house of commons, but even their 
filibustering shows it is more shouting than 
strength. 

When Asquith, having allowed the Tories 
sufficient rope, came down this week with 
the drastic closure, the protests were plainly 
artificial.

But he lacks one great character- 
istic of a leader, courage of the prompt kind, 
what Napoleon used to call ‘: 2 o'clock inthe 
morning courage,’ which impels a man to see 
that a certain moment is decisive, that it re- 
quires a decisive act, and that on that mo- 
ment depends the whole future. 


High Tariff Is Destruction. 

When Chamberlain started his new protec- 
tionist campaign Balfour might have defied 
‘Chamberlain; he had quite half the Tory party 
with him, and he had all its really intelligent 
men, but Balfour hesitated, shirked the en- 
counter with Chamberlain, allowed his in- 
telligent free trade colleagues “to gradually 
disappear from his side, and, in short, gaye 
up the keys of the citadel to Chamberiain, 
and from that moment he and the Tory party 
were lost. From that moment it became a 
high tariff party, which in England means 
destruction. 

And, while Balfour lost himself, he did not 
save his party. The tariff reformers, the 
most active and at the same time the least 
intelligent section of the Tory party, began 
@ fierce vendetta against every Tory who was 
a free trader. They knifed any’such Tory 
when he came before the party caucus In 
any constituency as a candidate, they ex- 
pelled every Tory free trader one by one; 
Lord Hugh Cecil is the only one left, and 
he would have been destroyed also but that 
his* principles as g violent and a narrow and 
gavcerdotalist high Anglican secured him the 
presentation of the Oxford university, which 
rules the rectors and the parsonages of the 
Anglican church. 

But there again, in accepting tariff reform, 
Balfour lost himself, and lost his party. He 
bas for eight years shown a dexterity and 
inexhaustible resourcefulness, a marvelous 
- @raftiness, which has enabled him to keep the 
whple world and most al! of his own followers 
im complete uncertainty as to what his real 
views are with regard to protection. 

It is only certain that he is not a true and 
thoroughgoing protectionist; that, though he 
has flirted with all kinds of things approach- 
ing protection, he has always succeeded in 

@luding the embrace of full protection, how- 
ever much that perilous political siren was 
forced by his followers into his arms.

GREEKS OF TODAY 
LIVE BY FARMING 


Many Are Sailors as in Olden 
Times, but Vast Majori- 
ty Till Soil. 


CURRANTS THE MAIN CROP 


These Really Seedless Grapes 
Which Go Into World’s 
| Plum Puddings.

PATRAS, Greece, March 23.—The Greeks 
of today are a nation of farmers and sailors. 
The cities are few and there are only twelve 
towns which have more than ten thousand 
inhabitants. Most of the people live in farm 
villages, from which they go out dally to their 
work in the fields. The holdings are small. 
The farms on the plaifs are from ten to fifty 
acres in size and there are few in the country 
which ahve more than 200 acres. 

I have spent the last week in riding through 
the chfef agricultural @fStricts, and pen 
these notes at Patras, the chief port of the 
west. It took me a day to reach if from Athens, 
and there were vineyards and farms all the 
way. I first crossed the plains of Attica, 
They are now spotted with orchards and 
vineyards. 

The trees and vines are bare, but the buds 
are swelling and they will soon be covered 
with leaves. The soilisarich, reddish brown, 
which shines like velvet under the rays of the 
sun. The mountains are blanketed with 
robes of silver gray plush, the dusty grass, 
upon which flocks of sheep and goats are 
feeding. 


Corinth Shrunk toa Village. 

As I crossed these plains I stopped at 
Eleusis ‘o attend the spring festivities of 
the Greeks preparatory to planting and 
thence came on ‘to Corinth, which in the ¢ 
days of Christ was as large as Boston is 
now. It has shunk to less than 4,000, and is 
mainly made up of farmers. The town hes 
not been bettered by the Corinth canal, which 
there cuts its way throughtheisthmus. The 
traffic is small and most of the ships still go 
around to the Pirseus by sea. There was a 
ship in the canal as I crossed it: 

From Corinth on westward the railroad 
passes for miles through great vineyards, 
The vines have been cut back, and they 
are now nothing but stumps as thick as my 
leg and as high as my knee. They are bud- 
ding, and will soon put out the new sprouts 
for the year: 

As I looked at the stumps a Greek official 

with whom I was traveling said: 
*“It ig these vineyards that give us our 
living. They produce the chief crop of the 
country, bringing in from five to ten milion 
dollars a year.’’ 

““Indeed,”” said I. “YI did not know that 
Greece was a great exporter of wine.” 

“It is not, replied the Greek, “ but these 
vineyards are not grown for wine. The 
gtapes they produce are known as currants, 
and they are shipped all over the world for 
making plum puddings, fruit cake, buns and 
mince ples. We send thousands of tons of 
them to Europe and from 15,009,000 to 20.- 
000,000 pounds to the United States every 
year.” 

Wheat and Barley Grown. * 

I saw but little wheat on my way across [ 
Greece, although I am told both wheat and 
barley are grown. The most of the wheat 
used is tmported from Russia. Some is still 
raised on the plan of Thessaly. This plain is 
now divided up inte estates owned by a few 
people, who rent the lands for two-thirds of 
the crop. The government proposes to buy 
the larger farms and sell them off to the peas- 
ants on long time at low prices. 

Another increase in the farming lands of 
Greece will come from the draining of Lake 
Kopais. This will add about 70,000 acres, and 
I am told that there is more watch may ve 
brought into use. i 

The Greeks are backward as to hots farm- 
ing methods. They are using the same tools 
their ancestors did when old Athens was in | 
the height of its glory. The wheat is cut with 
the sickle and bound with the hand.

A common field gown is 
made of linen; it falls from the neck to the 
feet without the fullness of the American 
Mother Hubbard. Over this is worn a sleeve- 
less sacque of white wool, bordered with black 
stripes. Many of tl¢ girls wear knit or fel- 
caps of bright red and some have gay colored 
handkerchiefs bound around their heads 


Country Girls’ Dances. 

The Greek country girls have their national 
dances. I saw one at Eleusis, within sight 
of the ruins where were celebrated the mys- 
teries, in the famous temple where Demetcr 
was worshiped, and where the art of agri- 
culture had its start. 

You may remember the story. Pluto, the 
god of Hades, hed carried off the hbeauti- 
ful Persephone, the daughter of the goddess 
Demeter, and Demeter was hunting her, 
She came to Eleusis disguised as an old wom- 
an, and the king there entertained her so 
well that she gave seed corn to his son and 
taught him tofarm. She finally found Perse- 
phone and arranged with Pluto that the latter 
might stay with her outside Hades for two- 
thirds of the year, while during the other 
third she would remain in darkness, like seed 
corn in the ground. It was on account of this: 
legend that the Greeks held their farming 
festivities here, and here they have them 
today. 

Young) Boye and Girls Marry. 

Weddings are usually held in churches, 
and the priests perform the ceremony. Ac. 
cording to the rules of the church, a boy 
cannot be married until he is 14 and the gir! 
bride must be.at least 12. In many places 
the girls are not married until 15, and jn 
some not until 18. The dowry is fixed before 
the wedding, and if it has not been paid the 
bridegroom may demand the cash before the 
ceremony takes place. Many of the mar. 
riages are a matter of business, and divorces 
are not uncommon. 

The farmer's daughter is supposed to have 
a trousseau consisting of at least three cos- 
tumes. One is for everyday wear, one for 
Sundays, and the other for festivals. in 
going to the church the wedding party is 
usually mounted on mules, with a man going 
in front playing the bagpipes. After him 
come the bridegroom and his friends anq 
behind him the bride, who must be silent ap 
the way. Following the bride are the mules 
bearing her dowry. The bridal gowns ‘differ 
according to the locality, and also the wed- 
ding customs. In one province the bride 
wears & gauze veil of old rose and in some 
other places the veils are white 

As the married couple leave the church 
their friends throw candles at them and 
accompany them to the house of the groom. 
Here the groom enters and shuts the door, 
after which the bride is led up. She ars¢ 
smears the closed door with honey and then 
throws a ripe promegranate at it. The 
pomegranate is filled with seeds; and ir it 
breaks and the seeds stick to the honey it {s 
thought to be lucky and her married life will 
be happy. 

As she does this her husband opens the door 
and offers her bread and salt. She dips some 
bread into the salt and eate it, and then 
touches some water ald oll After this her 
husband lifts her inside the house and puts 
her in @ corner With her face against the 
wall. |

LONDON FACING A STRIKE 
OF 7,000 TAXICAB DRIVERS. 


Men in Masemeeting Protest Against 
Action of Owners’ Federation in In- 
creasing the Price of Petrol. 


LONDON, April 15.—London is threatened 
with a taxicab strike. Two thousand of the 
7,000. taxicab drivers inthe city held a mass- 
meeting tonight and adopted e resolution 
' protesting against the action of the owners’ 
federation in increasing the price of petrol. 

The situation is the outgrowth of the refusal 
of the government to remit the petrol tax of 
8.cents a gallon. Taxicab owners thereupon

Just a week ago there sailed from New 
York a party of Americans bound for 
Teheran. Nominated by the United States 
government, at the request of the shah’s min- 
isters, they have been engaged by the latter 
on a several years’ contract to reorganize the 
national finances of Persia, which as every 
one knows who has kept track of affairs in 
the far orient ate in thé most chaotic con- 
dition. 

If Americans rather than any other for- 
eigners have been selected for the purpose, 
and if recourse has been had to the United 
States in the matter, it is because this coun- 
try is known to have no designs of a terri- 
torial or political character upon Persia and 
does not seek monopolies of trade and of 


ers. Had Englishmen been chosen Germany, 
Austria, and pérhaps even Russia would 
have protested. Frenchmen would have been 
equally objectionable to the kaiser, while 
Great Britain amd France would naturally 
have resented the appointment of Germans 
or of Russians. 

By inviting the help of Americans, Persie 
has avoided giving cause for offense and for 
jealousy to all those European governments 
which are competing with one another for 
predominance of political and economic In- 
fluence at Teheran, while the Americans ap- 
pointed will also be placed above any sus- 
picion in the minds of the natives that they 
will sacrifice to the land of their birth the’ 
interests of the country by which they are 
employed. 


—o- 

Americans are often to be found thus serv’ 
ing foreign governments and playing ardle 
in old world capitals. It is not too much to 
say that they are in demand. This may be 
ascribed to the fact that with the reputatiop 
for honesty and frank dealing which the 
English speaking races throughout the world 
enjoy among other nationalities, the Amer- 
icans unite a species of mental smartness. 
if I may use the expression, which perfains 
far more to the countrymen of Machiavellf 
and to the orientals than to the Anglo-Saxon. 

Many Americans were formerly employed 
in’ Egypt by old Khedive Ismail, and by his 
successor, Tewfik, until the British occupa. 
tion c* the land of the Nile in 1882. Ismail, in 
securing their services. was prompted by the 
same considerations that have induced Persia 
to engage Bruce Dickey of Washingion, D 
C., and his companions, to rorganize her na<~ 
tional finances, that is to say, the fear of ex- 
citing jealousies among the powers pos- 
sessing more immediate interests in Egypt 
by employing the citizens of one, rather than 
of the other, and also kecause he was im- 
pressed with the belief that their service 
would be of a more unselfish and singte- 
minded nature. 

Among the most notable were the late Gen. 
Stone, who for many years was chief of staff 
at Cairo, and Gen. Henry G. Prout, who after 
distinguished service during the civil war in 
the army of the Potomac commanded the khe- 
dive’s troops in the Soudan and was governor 
for some years of the equatorial provinces.

After the bombardment of Alexandria and 
the occupation of Egypt by England most of 
these American officers returned to this 
country, Gen. Prout to take up work as editor 
of the Rallroad Gazette in New York, while 
today he is flourishing as wice president of the 
Union Switch and Signal company in New 
York, and as a shining light of the Century 
club. One alone of them remained on—name- 
ly, the late Col. Alexander Macomb Mason, 
grandson) of that Maj. Gen. Alexander Ma- 
comb wh died as general in chief of the 
United Statés army. 

Mason was one of the finest types of Amer- 
icans in the employ of foreign governments 
that it has ever been my lot to meet. After 
taking part as\a naval! officer in the civi} war 
he saw active service in Chile, before being 
engaged by Khedive Ismail, who after a 
time assigned him to assist Gen. Gordon, of 
whom he became the closest friend. What 
especially endeared him to “‘ Chinese ” Gor- 
don was his singular modesty, his discretion, 
and above ail his ability to hold his tongue. 
Mason was the most quietiand unassuming of 
men. People knew him for months and years | 
and were in almost daily intercourse with 
him before learning, and then only through

On one occagion, at the suggestion of Lord 
Cromer, he was asked by the British foreign 
office to act with Admiral! Sir William Hewitt 
in a special and confidential embaasy to the 
late King John of Abyssinia. It is the only 
time that I can recall of an American citi- 
zen being intrusted with a diplomatic mission 
by the English crown, and it wae precisely on 
account of his American cittzenship, which 
he valued so highly, that hé declined the titu- 
lar reward therefor offered to him in the 
name of Queen: Victoria. 

Over and over again was promotion to the 
rank of pasha\pressed upon him, not merely 
by Khedive Tewfik, but also by the English 
authorities, Lord Cromef being especially en- 
thusiastic in recommending him for the dis- 
tinction. Yet Mason invariably refused, al- 
leging that‘he had no hankering for titles, 
and that while his means were sufficient to 
maintain him as a colonel, they were inade- 
quate for a full fledged pasha. For Mason, 
in spite of the unrivaled opportunities which 
he had enjoyed in the Soudan and in lowér 
Egypt for enriching himself, had remained 


ficial, where the air that one breathes used 
to be, and for the matter of that is to this 
day, tainted with grows dishonesty and cor- 
ruption. 

Mason died during a visit to Washington— 
an American of whom. his countrymen had 
reasen to be proud, and who, never for a 
moment forgetting the country of his birth 
and his citizenship thereof, caused the name 
of the United States to be honored and.re- 
spected in countries where it had up to that 
time been unknown.

‘The same may be said of my old friend. 
the late Gen. Legendre, in Japan, away back 
in the seventies. After having been almost 
shot to pieces during the civil war here, he 
was invited to enter the service of the mika- 
do, and his name remains on record as iden- 
tified with the first military prowesses of 
Japan, after her adoption of western meth- 
ods of military organization and armament, 
acting as chief of staff to Gen. Saigo on the 
Occasion of the latter’s victorious invasion 
of Formosa, in 1874. 

Gen. Legendre’s only son is connected with 
one of the biggest banking concerns in Wall 
street, and there are few of the Japanese of 
the older generation who pass through New 
the earliest, most disinterested ‘and 
minded friends of their country. 

Another American who played a great role 
in the Japanese service was that Gen. Wil- 
liams of New York to whom the organ- 
ization of the economic system of Dai Nip- 
pon on a civilized financial basis is almost 
wholly due, and who succeeded, without pe- 
cunlaty benefit to himself, in negotiating 
abroad a 7 per cent loan for the Tokio gov- 
ernment, at a time when, owing to the preju- 
dice abroad against the Land of the Rising 
Sun and to the disbelief in the permanency 
or seriousnesa of its western innovations, 10 
or even 12 per cent would not have been an 
excessive interes¢ to ask.

The mikado has had, perhaps, a hundred 
of more or less distinguished Americans in 
his employ at one *!me or another during the 
last forty-three years; that is to say, since 
1868, when the inauguration of the present 
era took place. One of the two most notable 
was the jill fated Dunham W. Stevens, long 
counselor of the Japanese embassy at Wash- 
ington, and afterwards one of the principal 
members of the staff of the Marquis Ito, 
when the latter was playing in Corea the 
role filled by Lord Cromer in Egypt. Like 
the marquis, Stevens met with his death at 
the hands of a Corean assassin, being shot. 
down in San Francisco, while Ito, it may be’ 
remembered, was killed in identically -the 
same way at the railroad station of Harbin. 

Another is Henry W. Denison, who for 
thirty-two years has been legal adviser of 
the Japanese department of foreign affairs, 
who is one of the Japanese permanent mem- 
bers of the court of arbitration of The Hague 
and who will be recalled as having been one 
of the representatives of Japan at the con- 
gress of Portsmouth, N. H., in 1905, which 
brought the war between Japan and Russia 
to a close. 

Probably the most distinguished of all the 
Americans who have ever given their sery- 
ices to China was the late Anson Burlingame, 
who, after quitting the post of envoy of the 
United States at Peking in order to help the 
Chinese to secure for the first time proper 
treatment and due consideration by western 
nations, sacrificed hia life in their service

Pages could be written about these Amer- 
icans who have served foreign governments 
and nations with so much honor as to re- 
flect the latter upon the land of their birth. 
The most extraordinary career of any of them 
was undoubtedly that of Benjamin Thomp- 
son of Woburn, Mass., who started as an 
errand boy to a storekeeper at Salem, was 
afterwards salesman in’a store at Boston, 
school teacher at Bradford, on the Merrimac, 
major on the staff of Gov. Wentworth of 
New Hampshire; then in turn a colonel and a 
general in the English service; minister of 
war and grand chamberlain to the king of 
Bavaria; Count Rumford, by creation of the 
emperor of Austria, and knighted by the king 
of England. He founded the Royal institu- 
tion in London and banished pauperism from 
Bavaria by means of a scheme identical with 
that which Gen. Booth hae revived during the 
last thirty yeats, in the form of the Salvation 
army. His name is commemorated in this 
country hy the Rumford professorship of 
Harvard university. 


EMPEROR WILLIAM AT CORFU — 
SEES FINDING OF ANTIQUES. 


Watches Workmen Unearth Stone Slab 
from Hitherto Unknown Temple of 
Ancient Greece.

BERLIN, April 15.—The Lokal Anzeiger 
today says Kaiser Wilhelm has been much 
engrossed in watching workmen unearth a 
stone slab from a hitherto unknown Greek 
temple in the village of Garitza, near Corfu. 

The slab, which is nearly eight feet long, 
contains in reliefa section of the figure ofa 
monster gorgon. It apppears to have been 
part of a roof decoration, from which fact it 
ia deduced the temple must have been of 
prodigious proportions. It is believed it 
was built at least 600 years before the Chris- 
tian era. The kaiser was excited by the dis- 
covery, and refused to go to lunch when 
called. He exclaimed; 

“This is one of the greatest and most in- 
teresting antiquities ever discovered.”’ 

The kaiser remained on the scene watching 
the excavators work until the job was com- 
pleted, at dusk: Then he gave the laborers

ls that the limit of Charlotte’s versatility? Is she a ventriloquist able to voice the 
words of the tria! from out the murk? Can she cut down a cast of seventeen to one— 
her own'seif? Or does she concede a helpful mimic as a sole assistant? Anyway, is it 
up to actors to strike against labor saving devices? I am looking to see plays performed 
by the heroes and heroines only, or possibly with a third actor for a villain, by resort 
to taiking machines and moving pictures.

To those who come in contact with the per- 
@onal sidgeft vaudeville one of the most inter- 
esting of oDservations lies in the business 
@artnerships of members of families who ap- 
pear together as teams or companies. Vaude- 
ville because of the bewildering variety of 
apecialties which jt welcomes is more thickly 
populated with families than any other 
branch of the amusement profession, which is 
natural enough since it takes years of asso- 


- elation frequently to perfect specialties. In 


fact, it would surprise the general reader to 
know_to what a large degree the family as a 
factor enters in all departments of the stage.

I always have rather envied those clever: 
persons who could come inand talk to you for 
a minute or two and then go away and make 
you gay all the splendid things you would 
have said—if you had thought of them—and 
now, When I have a chance to do the trick 
myself, I find that technique and training 
are necessary to the writer as well as to the 
actor, 

Just at this minute my oneal is full of the 
tortures I have undergone this morning and 
the unhappiness I must have caused a per- 
fectly good man. He was so polite to me, too, 
even when I wag aware he was suffering 
most over my inability to give him the en- 
couragement he desired. Always he was 
most gentle and patient, but at last in his 
earnestness he cried out: ‘For heaven’e 
Sake, hold that pose; it’s the only good one 
you have had yet.” 

Yes, he was a poor, long suffering photogra- 
pher, and, of course, his change of tone 
promptly made me change both my mind and 
my position; consequently I know “ the only 
good pose "' I had was a failure. 

Does any one on earth like to have his pic- 
ture taken? Certainly not the actress who 
must spend days at a studio every time she 
gets a new part. I never have personal pic- 
tures taken but once in three years, but char- 
acter photographs must be taken with each 
engagement. It is a matter of business to 
-ave a beautiful picture labeled with your 
name as often in the newspapers as possible. 
The picture heed not look the least like you 
—that is, it can be one of those ideal photos 
which makes your’ dearest friends gay: 
“ What an exquisite picture, Margaret, but 
do you know, I don’t think‘ any one would 
ever recognize it as you.”’

That’s the kindofa picture that suits every 
woman, especially an actress—and this prob- 
ably is the reason why the photographer 
must be such a patient man. He knows that 
out of the fifty negatives he spoils he may 
find perhaps two that the actress {s willing 
to allow the manager to-send forth upon an 
unguspecting public, 

It's different with men, They don’t always 
have to be thinking of their hair. All they 
haye to do {fs to look clean. Their hair 
always stays where they brushit. But when 
a “woman goes.to the photographer’s her hair 
usually gets, of its own diabolical accord, 
into the state where “‘she can't do a thing 


with it.” If she triesa ‘‘ store made" hair 
dressing she looks like one of those wax 
models in the beauty parlor windows; and 
if she tries to give her head a natural, every 
day look the picture usually will show a 
colffure that is a cross between the makeup 
style of Rose Stahl in ‘“ The Chorus Lady” 
and the classic disarray of Julla Marlowe's 
Juliet im the potion scene. 

I think a woman's heir is really the most 
important feature in a photograph. Whena 


man says, “ Hold that pose,’’ I am always 
so conscious of this that I believe every in- 
dividual hair on my head gets a nervous con- 
traction. I can feel it perfectly. 

I am a little curious to see these new oe 
tures, as for the first time since I went on 
the stage, eleven years ago, I am Playing a 
wicked woman, and I want to see if I have 
changed my face to suit the réle. 

The gowns worn in “Disraeli” are so 
quaint and beautiful that some of the pic- 
tures should be charming—and if they hold 
charm that is all that is necessary. Barrie— 
don’t you love him—knew what he was doing 
when he made Maggie Shand say that if 
you have charm you don’t need anything 
else. 


— 

More than any other woman, does the 
actress need that undefinable something 
which gripe the attention and holds the in- 
terest. You may call it personality, charm, 
magnetism—what you will; you may not be 
able to define it, but you will discern it when 
you feel its mysterious fascination, and you 
wil} also know if you have it—and, having It, 
you may lack technique, either of life or the 
stage, and still society or the theater going 
public will be glad to offer you homage. 

I remember distinctly the first time I saw 
Ethel Barrymore; she had no rea! knowledge 
of the stage. She really had nothing of the 
technique and knowledge of dramatic por- 
traiture which she since has acquired, but 
she had charm, and the whole house rose to 
her. She was given a scene call, if you 
please, for a scene which, according to stage 
standards, she did atrociously. Since then 
she has become a splendid actress, but with- 
out her magnetic personality she would have 
had hard work, indeed, to have attained her 
present place in the theater. 

There are a number of fine actresses on our 
stage today who have mounted to success in 
their profession with as much toil and dis- 
comfort as does the religious devotee who 
mounts the sacred stairs at Rome, simply be- 
cause they have lacked this wonderful ap- 
peal. Every woman should pray that it 
might be given her, for she need not despair 
if she tacks all else and this is hers. 

Goodness! this is not writing my own in- 
terview; it’s the rambling thoughts of a 
woman who begins at haying her picture 
taken and then, when she looks at the proofs, 
sends up a wailing prayer for charm.

‘In our original company, Roland Reed 
was the Ko-Ko,; Herbert Archer the Pooh- 
Bah, George Broderick (my husband) the 
Pish-Tush, Alice Harrison the Yum-Yum, 
Belle Archer the Pitti-Sing, and Anmie Suth- 
erland, the Peep-Bo. I myself was the catty 
Katisha. Joseph Herbert was the trainbear-

THE RIGHT OF CRITICISM. 

Sir John Benn, a leader of the Progressive 
party of London, has secured release in the 
Court of Appeal from a judgment of $6v,- 
000 damages given against him by a jury 
in an action for libel slander. Sir Joha 


| has worked for a quarter of a century to se- 


cure improvements in public utility service. 
His criticism of a tramway company sent 
the officiais of the concern into the courts 
with the astounding plea that the language 
used by the critic in condemnation of their 
methods amounted to defamation of their 
personal character. 

The British jury and the British justice in 
the trial court seem, to have followed the 
national theories regarding libel to their ul- 
timate absurdity. The method of opera- 
tion, which need hot be-described, was an 
issue in local politics, but that fact was used 
merely to bring the jury to the conclusion 


that Sir John had spoken with “ political 


prejudice.” He also was held to have been 
“‘ intemperate ” in his language and to have 
been “inaccurate” in his statements. Al- 
though it was found that no special damages 
had been proved, a verdict for $60,000 Gam- 
ages was given. ag 

This meant bankraptcy for a man who 
had given a good part of his life to public 
service. An execution was made at his 
house and his goods were seized. When the 
case came to the Court of Appeal the high- 
er justices unanimously set aside a verdict 
which might have.stood for the protection 
of public service corporations from other 
than the mildest protest against methods 
they chose to employ. 

It denied the right of criticism and the 
decision of the Court of Appeal restored that 
right. “The case will, it may be hoped,” 
says the Daily Chronicle, “do something to 
keep judges and juries within reasonable 
bounds in dealing with alleged libele and 


‘slanders. Between them they have shown 


a tendency of late to magnify the trivial, 
to increase the standard of general damages, 
and to fead defamation between the lines 
of any and every outspoken criticism.” 

The marked tendency to which reference 
thus was made was to set up an absurd 
standard of responsibility which could work 
to no other end than the benefit of private 
versus public rights. 


WHY ILLINOIS HAS BAD ROADS. 

Now we know definitely why Illinois does 
not have good roads. It is not owing to a 
lack of money, but to the ignorance and the 
grafting proclivities of those who handle the 
proceeds of the road taxes. The taxes pro- 
duce about $10,000,000 a year, and if it were 
spent economically and intelligently the 
state would have substantial and creditable 
highways. 
In the matter of roads unwatched and 


unguided local self-government has broken 


down. The township highway commission- 
érs are, as a rule, ignorant of the art of road- 
making. ‘They stick to the old fashioned 
method of repairing a highway by scraping 
up to the crown of the road dirt that has 
been washed down into the ditches. ‘he 
mext rains undo their work. But they are 
not ignorant of the art of caring for number 
one. They pocket all the money a violently 
liberal construction of the law allows them, 
and sometimes they overstep the law and 
take to grafting. 

This is the situation as summed up by the 
good roads commission created by the last 
general assembly. | 

Now this simplifies matters. It appears 
that it is not necessary to levy higher taxes, 
which farmers would not relish, in order to 
have good roads. All that is needed is pro- 
vision for the wise expenditure of the $10,- 
000,000 now raised annually—provision for 
the codrdination and supervision of the 
work now exclusively in the hands of local 


officials. Then there would be an end to | 


the petty grafting which swallows up so 
large a percentage of the road taxes. 

There ie a bill before the legislature whose 
enactment would establish system where 
there is, now ap utter lack of system and 
substitute economy for extravagance. It is 
agreed on all hands that the bad roads of 
Illinois are a great detriment to the state, 
They are a direct tax én the farmer. There- 
fore there should be no uncertainty about 
the of this bill. Township road 
commissioners may resent it as a curtafil- 
ment of their privileges, but the good of the 
state requires it. Good roads are a matter 
of state as well as of local concern,

ABOLISH THE PHOSPHORUS 
MATCH. 


A subject which desetves the early at- 
tention of the new congress is the practi- 
cal prevention of the nse of white phos- 
phorus in the mantfacture of matches. Pre-. 
vention would be followed by the disappear- 
ance of horrible disease known as 
‘‘ phossy jaw,” which has counted so many 
victims among workers in match factories. 

The last congress should have legislated 
on this subject. Its attention was invited 
to it by President Taft, and public opinion 
called loudly for action. Bills proposing dit- 
ferent remedies for an admitted evil were 
introduced in beth houses, but nothing came 
of them. Probably the assertion. that this 
was legislation for the Diamond Match com- 
pany was the chief cause of the failure to 
act. It was said that it was the sole owner 
of a patented formula for the manufacture 
of matches without white phosphorus and 
that if the use of phosphorus were forbid- 
den the independent companies, which are 
formidable competitors, would be put out of 
business. Bg 

‘But the officers of the Diahond Match 
company, with unexpected public spirit and 
unusual business generosity, have offered to 
put its formula at the service of its rivals, 
That should dispose effectually of the argu- 
ment that anti-phosphorous legislation has a 
“joker” in it, Its.sole purpose is the pro- 
tection of workers from a loathsome disease. 

Congress should not wait to be petitioned 
and memorialized om this subject. It has 
all the facts in its possession, and delay 
would be unpardonable.

In pursuance of these ideas the porte has 
now resolved to abandon its {ll advised at- 
tempts.to deprive the Albanians of their spe- 
cial privileges, which they have enjoyed 
from time immemorial. They are to retain 
their tribal self-government, and in order to 
complete the work of reconciliation the sul- 
tan is about to make a progress through 
Albania, this being the first occas'!on of a 
padishah doing anything of the kind in a 
couple of hundred years. 

In| fact, the change of policy inaugurated 
by Shefket Passa and the miltan has com- 
pletely brought the Albanians round, and 
they are beginning to look with coldness upon. 
the project of King Nicholas to subject them 
to his rule as an autonomous province, Nor 
could his plan of a revival of the old kingdom 
of Zetta be realized without a breakup not 
only of the Ottoman empire but also of Aus- 
tria-Hungary, since the Sandjak, az well as 
Albania, belong to Turkey, while Herzego- 
vina is now a full fledged province of Em- 
peror Francis Joseph.

Among the many rights and prerogatives of 
King George, which he and his immediate 
ancestors have ceased to enforce but which 
remain the law of the land, capable of being 
appMed by the crown without any further 
legisiation, is a claim to all the gold and sil- 
ver mined in hig dominions. The statutes 
bearing upon the subject date from medieval 
times, when the view was taken by the crown 
that the possession of a gold or stiver mine 
by a subject would render him too formid- 
able to his sovereign. 

It must be borne in mind that there are gold 
deposits In several parts of the united king- 
dom, in Scotiand and notably in Wales, where 
an attempt was made rOme years ago to ex- 
ploit the gold deposits. But the project fell 
through owing to lack of capital; which could 
not be procured owing to the impossibility of 
any company obtaining a clear title to a gold 
or silver mine in the united kingdom under 
existing laws. : 

How far reaching are these statutes may 
be gathered from the fact that if any mines 
whence baser metais are being extracted are 
found te contain gold and silver, even in small 
quant‘ties, the mine, ipso facto, becomes the 
property of the sovereign. Moreover, since, 
according to the terms of the English, con- 
stitution, a subject cannot hold property 
jointly with his sovereign, it is impossible 
that the king should enter into any copartner- 
ship with the discoverers and exploiters of 
the mines in question.

Now, although these laws date from an- 
cient times, when England had no colonies 
outside of Europe, yet they expressly men- 
tion the dominions of the sovereign, These 
teday comprise Canada, India, Australia, 
New Zealand, South Africa, ete., in fact, all 
the oversea dependencies of England. Strict- 
ly speaking, therefore, King George has a 
right to all the gold and silver mined in South 
Africa, in Australia, and in India, the gold 
and silver mined in his over the sea posses- 
sions during the year 1910 amounting to no 
less than $500,000,000, 

Of course, no minister of the crown would 
ever venture to advise King - George to en- 
force these laws as far ag the colonies are 
concerned, since any such step would inevita- 
bly involve the secession of the colony con- 
cerned from English rule, besides creating

THE USES OF CONFESSION. | 
BY DR. FRANK CRANE. 


Kt ‘Bincerite, comme le feu, purifie tout ce qu’elle 
embrasse,—Sincerity, like fire, purifies everything 
it embraces,”*—Maeterlinck. 

HEN the whole world has tried a 
truth ‘and found it good it com- 
presses it into a proverb. One of 
these compressed tablets of ever- 
lasting truth is: Confesston is good 

for the soul. 

To confess a sin or a mistake, @ weaknese 
or @ fault, in some way separates it from our 
sdule and, as Meeterlinck say, purifies it 
ap by fire, sterilizes its dangerous germs. 

So to open a heart ie to cure it. Onby our 
concealed, disavowed, or unconscious sine 
eat into the soul and attack the life principle. 

This is true in our relations with each 
‘other. The littls child that goes frankiy to 
his mother and admits his disobedience is 
taken quickly into the arms of love. Man 
ahd wife who live ina continual white clarity 
of mutual confession have an unbreakable 
peace, a love bastioned and secure against 
all attack, 

In society it ie not the known but the un- 
known vice that is dangeroum Every ¢x- 
posed fraud, every sired scandal, every 
known scoundre} is a red flag of warning to 


the young and innocent. . It is the prosper 


ous; devious, and secret wrongdoing that 
spreads its cancerous roots wide and sinks 
them deep into the body politic, 

Newspapers @re a sort of public con fes- 
sional. What is known is half cured. No 
one hates the organ of publicity as much as 
the corrupter of public virtue or the agent 
of private fraud, who needs darkness for his 
success. 

Confession is impossible between man and 


-man unless there be some sort of moral sta t- 


ure in the one confessed to greater than in 
the one who confesses. 

To a soul nobler tian myself I can speak 
freely of my cowardices, my falseness, my 
lapses. As I talk to him even my envy and 
littleness, my egotism, vanity, disloyalty, 
and selfishnese, I know not how, seem to lose 


‘their septic and dangerous quality and to 


become objects of curious interest. 

What a relief, what sweet joy, to find a 
friend from whom you have been estranged, 
perhaps by some fault of yours, and to lay 
bare your weakness and wrong in plain, sur- 
gical strokes. In some mysterious way, out 
of your very evil there springs a tenderness, 
a strength of mutual affection which was 
unknown before. What wouki lovers be 
without lovers’ quarrels and the making up? 

It is precisely this peychological quality 
that characterizes our relation to the in- 
finite—to God, under whatsoever form we 
conceive him. Whether it be the prostra- 
tion before the ancient altar of sacrifice, 
whereon burns the lamb of atonement, or the 
whispered outpounings of a troubled heart 
through the wicker of the confessional, or 
the prayers and groane et the Methodist 
mourners’ bench, or the Salvation army's 
penitent form, the principle is the same. 
The soul ie unveiling itself. 

Just to say, to admit, to avow what we 
are, in the face of infinite goodness, floods 
the life with a cleansing stream. It is for 
thie reason that all religions have placed 
confession, in on® form or another, as the 
central point of their ritual. - 

For confession is, at its core, sincerity. It 
is only in sincerity that the soul can breathe 
deep breaths, that life is free and joyous. 
To live in conscious deception with those we 
love is to walk with feet entangled with 
strands. We are ever on thé watch. There 
is no peace, no utter relaxation. Those men 
and women whose private moral code ad- 
mits the doing of things unconfessable live 
a fevered and restiess existence. 

The first thing is peace with the infinite. 

Even if a man belongs to no church at all, 
if the implications of institutional) religion 
repel him, let him in certain quiet moments 
eall up his soul and lay bare his deepest self 
to his own ideal of God; let him admit him- 
self, avow and confess himself, and he will 
carry from his silent interview a lighter 
héart than he has known. 
. Nothing is more foolish than dodging the 
idea of God and evading his presence in the 
thought. I would that all unchurched men 
might lay ‘aside their prejudices, the various 
ideas about God which they have been 
taught, and al) notions of their own fitness 
or unfitness, and open their mind’s door and 
invite in whatever they believe God to be, 
and then and there strip themselves of all 
subterfuge, of all supposed goodness and 
supposed badness, and be once sincere with 
the infinite—fearlessly, confidently sincere, 
as a child before his father, as a creature 
before him that made him, as a being of half 
Hghts, mysteries, and shadows before ths 
gun. 

Whoever commences to live a white, honest 
life in the face of his inner ideal, will begin 
to be honest with himself. And whoever is 
downright and square with himself is the 
only one* who can possibly be loyal to his 
friends. 

To thine own self be true, 
And it must follow, as the night the day, 
Thou canst not then be false to any man. 

“And hereby,” says John the beloved, ‘‘ wwe 
know that we are of the truth and shall 
assure our hearts before him. For if our 
hearts condemn us not, then have we confi- 
dence toward God.”’

The first principle is this. To be born a 
human betng should entitle that being to 
every human right, to an absolute equality 
with all other human beings so far as funda- 
mental rights are concerned. 

Here is the second principle: Seif-govern- 
ment, or the privilege of electing or choosing 
representatives who shall conetitute the gov- 
ernment, is a recognized human right, for 
all just governments derive their just pow- 


ers only from consent of the governed. This . 


is axiomatic. 


—o- 
The third principle is this. Human beings, 
for the purpose of procreation mainly, are 
divided into two sexes, cal male and fe- 
male. This is a fundamental fact for whick 
no human being is to blame. Yet it son this 
simple proposition that so many stumpbie, for 
it has long been held that a human being 
born in @ state of maeleness is by virtue of 
his birth entitled to more rights and privileges 
than a human born in the state of female- 
ness. Nay, they have even gone furtherend 
declared that maleness entitles the entity 
wearing it to supreme power over the unfor- 
tunate entity wearing femaleness! To bolster 
up this absurd proposition they have searched 
high and low for arguments that sound plau- 
sible, and these Miss Couzins and, other 
“ antis”’ are now voicing. 
, Unfortunately, many en ardent altaiatnt 
has algo gone in too heavily for the salads 
and desserts, and too often misguided en- 
thustasts ply their friends with too much 
wine of prophecy, and under its exhilarating 
effect they make wild statements about what 


“ votes for women "* will accomplish, 


No doubt, though, the early male enthusi- 
astes made the same wild statements about 
the wonderful effect that “‘ votes for men ’’ 
would have in contrast with a monarchy. 
Apperentiy “‘ votes for men ”’ has failed, yet 
no one would dream of going back and set- 


‘ting up a king. 


Again the proposition is exceedingly sim- 
ple. Votes alone, without intelligence and 
civic righteousness, will always fail, whether 
the votes be cast by men only, by women only, 
or by the votes of.a few or the votes of all. 

A fourth principle might be stated thus. 
No human being should be deprived of human 
rights because of a particular occupation, 
whether that occupation be imposed by na- 
ture or be the result of social and industrial 
evolution or of personal choice. To disfran- 


chise women because they take care of babies 


is no m just than to disfranchise ditch 
diggers, lawyers, doctors, or clerks because 
of the work they do—besides, it puts an odium 
on babies. . Babies are more important than 
soldiers, an obvious truth; then why deprive 
the natural guardians of these important 
people (babies are people, you know) of their 
fundamental rights because they are engaged 
in their natural human occupation? Asa 
great English scientist once said: “I would 
scorn to lay the slightest obstacle in the path 
of those whom neture herself has so heavily 
handicapped.”’

The question et issue when Miss Couzins 
entered to take a hand in it was not a ques- 
tion of occupation, or of fitness for the fran- 
chise, or the relation of the male people of 
Tilinois to the female people of Illinois, or of 
the effect of the care of little people on big 
people, especially female -people, or any of 
those complex social, industrial, and eco- 
nomic problems that so puzzle even the wis- 
est of us, but just the plain, simple proposi- 
tion, Shall the Illinois legislature give one- 
half the people of Illinois the privilege of 
deciding whether or not the remaining haif 
of the people of Illinois shall have fair play? 

Plainly the lady from Missouri is a med- 
dler, a would be mischief maker, and—well— 
a—a gossip. Nothing else. You see, she went 
over to call on and visit the Colorado people 
for a while. They treated her fine, just like 
one of the family.’” ‘They hid nothing from 
her.

For the benefit of the legislature of Illinois 
it might be well to state that the suffrage 
cause is not exactly In a condition of af- 
fluence. For the sake of just ordinary justice 
they should either pass the suffrage bill or 
kill it and that at once If they pass it as 
it is with a referendum clause, every cent 
of money that can be obtained will probably 
be needed to carry on the campaign. [If they 
intend to kill the bill they should do so imme- 
diately so thet the extra expense of a lobby. 
at Springfield may be saved for the next cam- 
paign. 

No doubt the gentlemen in question are la- 
boring under, the impression that the suf- 
fragists have a “ barrel"’ somewhere upon 
which to draw.

Child Welfare Exhibit in May. 


Besides this it is now promoting the child 
welfare exhibit which is to take place here in 
the first half of May at the Coliseum. This is 
to be a wonderful thing, modeled and found- 
ed on the similar exhibit in New York las 
January. That one cost $70,000 and was 
daily thronged by thousands of the people 
tt wag designed to reach, the struggling poor 
of New York's many tenement districts’ It 
took pace'in one of New York’s big armories.

Miss Jgne Addams was billed to speak, an 
audience of €3,000 gathered to hear her— 
13,000 hard working,, laboring, eager people 
It was a great tribute both to her and to the 
emterprise. She got through her preamble 
and part way through her speech, ther she 
gave it up because she kneW that only a small 
percentage: of those present could hear her 
voice, which is not a strong or carrying one. 

Mrs. Cyrus H. McCormick is, a&‘the ex- 
pression goes, underwriting this coming ex- 
hibit here.

I don’t think many of those present re- 
alized what their sentiments were as re- 
garde women’s rights. But the clever and 
able New Yorker seemed to eet as a crystal- 
lizing force, though not in the direction that 
she had expected. She found, however, 
ardent supporters in Mrs. Watson Blair, Mrs. 
F. S. Eames, Mrs. William Prescott Hunt, 
and some others, though the majority were 
against her. The truth is, our opinions are 
not formed by argument and debate. They 
have their birth and development in the pro- 
found abysses of our characters and tempera- 
“ments, so that the saying is 4ustified that 
“the man convinced against his wilt ts of 
the same opinion still.”

Solution Not Near at Hand.

ence colleges. It will be nécessary to go back a 
number of years in order to bring out recent oc- 
currenoces. Michigan .formally withdrew from 
the conference Jan. 14, 1908, objecting to the five 
game schedule rule the retroactive feature of the 
three year rule, and the abolishment of the 
training table. At the same session at which 


' Michigan’s ljetter of withdrawal was read, June 6, 


1908, the conference adopted a seven game sched- 


_Ule, all that Michigan had asked for ag far as 


that rule was concerned. The retroactive feature 
of the three year rule, eliminated by Father Time, 
no longer operates to make the university an ab- 
rogator of its good faith and word 

The nontraining table rule alone remained as a 
difference between the conference and Michigan a 
year ago last fall, and this smal! difference I, for 
one, felt could be satisfactorily adjousted if the 
conference would but give us a hearing.

Conference Adopts Two Rules. 

At its last recent session the conference adopted 
two interesting rules. One provides ‘ that con- 
ference colleges shall not hold athletic relations 
with colleges that have been members of the con- 
ference and have withdrawn therefrom.'’ I do not 
criticise the motive which prompted the conference 
to pass thi@ rule, for thie rule, open “and above 
board, is one of self-preservation. The other rule, 
concealing as it does its actual intent, I consider 
a treacherous enactment. 

The rule provides *‘ that conference colleges sgall 
maintain athletic relations in football and baseball 
with colleges in the middle west only, except as to 
existing contracts.”” Now this rule was 
by Prof. Paige of Minnesota, the represemative of 
the one college in the conference which we have 
a right to feel with abdblute surety is friendly. 
‘What's the answer? Undoubtedly Prof. Paige's 
thought was thet ae long as Minnesota ehould be 
denied the right to compete with Michigan, that 
other conference colleges should be denied the right 
to compete with eastern colleges. 

Did he stop to think that Michigan if a mem- 
ber of the conference, would be the one college of 
all conference colleges really sorely hit by this 
rule? I am much. inclined to think thet he had 
given little thought as to the full Intent of such a 
rule when he proposed it, and I am decidedly in- 
clined to think that others had. Far better that 
the college which was known to be friendly to 
Michigan should propose this mule and thereby the 
ulterior motive of said rule be splendidly disguised. 


Training Table to Be Considered. 


Do not understand me as being in any sense other 
than favorable and, in fact, exceedingly anxious 
to compete with western colleges, but I claim we 
must of right weigh sertously the alternative of 
giving up the football training table and all com- 
petition with eastern and southern colleges, or 
standing out for our right to meet Cornell, Penn- 
syivania, Vanderbilt, whom we meet in football 
and baseball, and the other eastern and southern 
colleges with whom we play baseball on our spring 
vacation and regular eastern baseball trips. 

Nor do I wish to be considered unfriendly to the 
conference. This conference has done much to 
place western collegiate athletics on a sane and 
healthy basis, but in the last five years, in my 
opfnion, it has paseed rules and regulations which 
as a whole have been detrimental rather than 
beneficial. Aside from this, I claim that repre- 
sentation In the conference always hase been in- 
consistent. It is a conference rule that all repre- 
sentatives must be faculty men. . 

As @ result, Chicago alone hag a representative 
who is devoting his whole time and thought to 
athietic affairs. Why not have two representa- 
tives from each college, one representative strictly 
a faculty man, who would look after the scholastic 
side. and the other a practical athletic man who 
would be qualified to look after the athietic side 
of every question. 

If we were to seek readmission to the conference 
today, there would be another bar to our entrance, 
for a rule of the conference provides ‘* that mem- 
bership cannot be retained in the conference by an 
institution which does not have full and complete 
faculty control.’’ The Michigan board in control of 
athletics, recently reorganized by the board of re- 
gents, consists of four faculty members, three 
alumni members, three student members, and the 
athletic director. 

There are many interesting sidelights to thie con- 
ference controversy which might be related, but I 
have taken all and more of your time than lam 
entitled to.

What a volume of pleasurable memories 
yes, tens of thousands, of active en- 


a record such az bowling boasts. 

Nothing presents itself before the sports- 
man’a@s a more exciting sport in which he 
may himself engage to test Rie prowess 
against his rival. It is a poor man’s ideal 
pleasure, as nothing in the line of equipment 
is necessary for the average bowler, every- 
thing being brought before him for his use 
to engage in the game. 

No sport in the world is as old as bowling— 
that is, no sport that imin such active exist- 
ence today—and nothing is progressing so 
fast 43 a sport where a sportsman himself 
participates. It is the idealand popular win- 
ter pastime of the average American man 
who delights in matching his skill against 
hie rival in a friendly manner. How an en- 
thusiast in the bowling line enjoye this game 
and the manner in which it satisfies the 
sporting feeling of man no one knows until 
he participates in the game himsejf and feels 
the thrill to be derived ag the rubber sphere 
speeds down the polished runways, crashes 
into the pina, and sweeps the wooden soldiers 
into the pit. It is a game that holds follow- 
ers from year to year and never grows old. 


Long Played in Germany. 

Veteran German and Dutch bowlers, who 
probably have forsaken the game on account: 
of age or associates, scorn our modern meth- 
ods of play. Years ago in Gemany a bowling’ 
alley was laid on a level spot of ground with 
a good clay foundation, the cover being of 
the finest scale that falls from anvil of the 
village blacksmith, this being screened and 
packed with salt and moisture. The cinders 
were tamped and rolled until a concretelike 
surface was produced. At the end of the alley 
where the bowler stood todelf¥er the ball was 
a hard oak plank extending into the cinder 
bed about four or five feet, and on this plank 
the ball had to strike when leaving the hand 
of, the player. All bowing balls at that time 
were what is technically known as palm Dalils, 
there being: no finger holes to grasp and 
steady the sphere. The setup was thé old dia- 
mond ninepin setup, with three pins on each 
side, and the king pin inthecenter. Bowling 
teams sometimes consisted of ten or more 
players, the captain sitting on the bench 
and picking different. men for different shots, 
selecting the player best adapted to make a 
spare or to get the equivalent of the modern 
strike—a forty count. Drawing on our imag- 
ination we can believe that the old time 
game was far more interesting than the 
game of today. 


Parliament Takes Hand. 

When the game.moved over to England 
some two or three hundred years ago it 
became s0 popular that parliament had to 
pass laws prohibiting bowling on account of 
interference with business and the church- 
going on holidays. The residents of New 
Amsterdam (now New York) took up the 
game with zest, and we can say safely that, 
New York City is really the home of bowling 
in this country. Old Gov. Peter Van Stuyve- 
sant prohibited the playing of ninepins in 
iNew Amsterdam for the same reasons that 
the parliament of England had done, hence 
the tenpin game of today, as they evaded 
his ukase against ninepin bow ling by 
changing the setup and adding one pin, this 
being the real birth of the tenpin bowling 
game. 

This brings the game up to the present 
time, and we can start to recite the recent 
history of bowling as it now Is before the 
public. The gdme has grown with enormous 
strides in the United States, Canada, and 
even Mexico. It would be difficult to de- 
termine the exact number of active bowlers 
in the western hemisphere, but it safely can 
be put down as over the two million mark, 


Move for Uniform Rules, _ 
Fifteen years ago some definite action was 
taken at a méeting of bowlers in New York 
city to establish uniform rules to govern 
bowling and the construction of equipment 
that goes to make all bowling uniform. It 
is true these rules were not many at first, and 


were met with opposition from the majority 
of bowlers, but the officers and few members 
who started the reform movement were stick- 
ers, and when the majority realized they 
were in earnest and that the changes they 
advocated were for the benefit of the game 
and its players, they also became boosters. 

This paved the way for the formation af 


born in New York:city in 1895, and has grown 
to be the greatest recognized bowling body 
in the world today, numbering among its 
members city associations from Vancouver to 
ew York City and from E} Paso and Mobile 
to Winnipeg 4nd Montreal, certainly a great 
territory to cover and develop. The rules 
and regulations governing the game are the 
same everywhere, as is the equipment. This 
is certainly wonderful when you stop to con- 
sider the different temperaments of the péo- 
ple who participate in the game hd a 
this immense territory. 


Chicago Holds First Meet. 

mn the year 1901 the enthusiasts of the 
game and the American Bowling congress 
officials decided it would be a wise idea ito 
promote a tournament, and with Chicago as 
the spot to hold it.

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Paper Glider for the Boy.

ERE are some filers which can be cut 
out of ordinary letter paper, folded up 
according to direction, and which will 
fiy surprisingly - well. 

You must mot think that this is en- 
tirely, “* kid’s play,"’ for one can learn nearly 
aii of the basic principles of aviation through 
the construction and use of these little 
models. I remember ‘spending an evening 
in. London with a man who is at the forefront 
of international affairs.

The making of models hag also gdvanced 
and even. the correct cutting and balancing 
of paper gliders is a new art and aa inter- 
exting study.

the length of the flight and the steddiness of 
flying between these gliders and those we 
made in London two years ago as bétwWeen 
the behavior ef the machines then and now. 

To make the simpler filer, Fig. 1, get a sheet 
of writing paper, regular business size. This 
should be fairly atiff.

The name of thig nen ia William Wallace 
Cameron, now a meniber of the crew on the 
New York and Chicago fast mail over the 
New York Centre] and Lake Shore roads. 
He is now 70 years old, but during the Christ- 
mas rush he distributed 125 sacks of papers, 
carrying the sacke from a storage car to the 
working cases and then back again after he 
had made the separations. 

Cameron's first run was between Omaha 
and Ogden on the Union Pacific railroad, and 
at the time when John Andrew Jackson 
Creswell was postmaster general. One win- 
ter, when the snow was so heavy that it re- 
quired twenty-eight days to make the round 
trip between the Missouri and Salt Lake, the 
fast mail got stuck-in a drift between two 
banks near the little station then called 
Separation, in Wyoming. Five other traing 
arrived and were stalled in the same place. 
The passengers and crews were fed in farm- 
houses and from supplies in course of ship- 
ment in the express cars until nearly every- 
thing in eight had been consumed 

Starvation was staring more than a hun- 
dred persons tn the face when the three 
clerks in the mail car evolved a plan to get 
help. Besides Cameron there was in this 
same crew Theodore N. Vail, who afterward 
became general superintendent of railway 
mail service, and Capt. C. C. Smith, who was 
a clever telegrapher. Cameron was well ac- 
quainted with Gen. Creswell, with whom he 
had served in the civil war and who had se- 
cured his job for him in the railway mail 
service. He proposed to his fellow clerks 
that Vail should draw up a telegram re- 
citing the serious situation and that the 
trains were stalled about twenty miles from 
Fort Fred Steele. Creswell, in the dispatch, 
was asked to communicate with the war de- 
partment and to ask if the commandant at 
that post could not send out a reWer train 
loaded with army provisions and thus save a 
lot of people from starvation. 

To’ Smith was assigned the work of get- 
ting the dispatch on the wires,

relates the veteran clerk, “ was that the rail- 


road people brooked no interference in such 
matters. They wanted ne tales toget abroad 
that they had te appeal to the government 
to lift them out of a hole, Railroad officials, 
then as now, shy at any publicity about snow 
drifts and the trouble they cauee, and we 
knew that we would bayve'to send the mes- 
sage by @ roundabout way in order to reach 
the party addressed.

@ young woman who interested me 
much on account of the unique and 

pleasant way in which she Was earn- 
ing her living. Any girl with a little tact dnd 
perseverance could at least earn-her vacation 
expenses in this way if she did nothing more, 
but the girl I mention made it pay all‘her liv- 
ing expenses, and a good Mving at that, too, 

and she travels winter and summer. 

She was not what one would call an expert 


at doing embroidery herself, but: ‘she had a ~™ 


fair knowledge of that’ part the. work. 
What made her so successful wae the unique- 

ness Of her plan of working’ and the fact that 
she had perseverance, some business ability, 
and wes sociable and always agreeable. She 
loved to travel, hence she chose this way of 
earning her living, rather than do office work 
for much less money, and which ‘was not to 
her liking. 

Before starting on a trip she buys from a 
wholesale firm a stotk of medium sized white 
table doilies or other articles, such as collar 
and cuff sets, sailor or Dutch collars, or 
whatever new dress accessories are being 
worn. She has them stamped in the latest 
simple and pretty designs, and orders mer- 
cerized cotton by the box to work with. Her 
doilies, table covers, bureau scarfs, in fact, 
all her things aré worked in white. After 
selling something to a customer she works 
a small portion of the article while the cus- 
tomer is looking on, to show the kind of stitch 
to. be employed, go that she really teaches 
her how to do it, and the customer finishes the 
work herself by following thesample closely. 
She does the same way with crochet work in 
collars, jabots, doilies, - etc. 

The cost to her of one dolly or collar and 
cotton to work with is about 80 cents, and she

The effi- 
ciency of this shell has not as yet been suf- 
ficiently illustrated. A great many bullets 
are wasted by the present arrangement, on 
account of being directed too high to strike 
the enemy with sufficient energy. This new 
weapon, it is believed, will revolutionize the 
present methods of defense.

dulum and wheel sort for the measure 

ment of their days and the eppots 

ment of their various duties, In all 
this time there has been no change in the 
general principle of our common 


and the only alterations have been in de- 


sign and improved mechanism. There has 
never been a perfect clock, never am ingtru- 
ment that would register absolute time ac- 
curately and infallibly. | 

The standard clocks are regulated by the 
declination of the sun, and all the lesser 
clocks the world over are set according té 
these at more or less frequent intervals, 
Even the chronometers by which we set our 
watches ag we pass jewelers’ windows lose 
or gain at least ten seconds a month, and it 
49 hard to tell what kind of time the mantel 
variety would be keeping at the end of a 
year if there were no standards by which 
one could occasionally regulate them. Elec- 
trical clecks have been advertised and ez- 
ploited, but the principle of these instruments 
was just the same as that of the old fash. 
foned type, for the same wheels and pendu- 
lums were simply propelled by electricity 
instead of springs. 

An entirely new departure in clocks has 
recently been invented, however, by a Chi- 
cago man, which promises to revolutionize 
the old systems of clock building and pro- 
duce a type of clock that will require ne 
winding and so little regulating that ites 
lapses in a space.of five years will be imper- 
ceptible. The principles upon which W. A, 
Crowdus’ clock will run are just old fagh- 
joned gravity and magnetism, The cost of 
a clock that will never go wrong will be less 
so far ag the cost of construction and ma- 
terials goes then that of any respectable man- 
tel clock, and there will be ne more family 
disputes as to who wound the timepiece last 
or who is guilty of allowing it to run down, 

* * 
Principle of New Clock. 

In Mr. Crowdus’ clock a glass tube is ac- 
curately drawn into a cycloidajor isochronal 
curve required to measure a second of time. 
In this tube a perfect sphere is inclosed 
and air~is exhausted from the gless 40 that 
there may be no atmospheric pressure. As 
the ball rolle down one incline of the curved 
tube and crosses the center, it creates 4 
magnetic impulse which sends it up the op- 
posite incline, It returne again by gravitea- 
tien and at the center gathers another mag- 
netic impulse. This reciprocal movement 
measures one absolute second. The opere- 
tion would impress one as a demonstration 
of perpetual motion.

Even the 
atmospheric ang temperature factors have 
been elin for varying the size of the 
litthe ball in the vacuum, within reasonable 
limits, has no effect, The magnetic impuise 
which drives the ball up the incline of the 
tube is made absolutely without contact 
Thig oscillation of the ball in the vacnum 
ig the only factor concerned in the meagure- 
ment of the second. Even the unscientific 
reader will see that this motion ean be regu- 
lar and uniferm because the ball is free to 
obey the law of gravity. 

To record these seconds a pair of small 
wires must be connected to a clock face or 
recording dial. Qne of the little vacuum 
tubes and its connecting wires will run 1,000 
clocks. By imbedding wires in the walls of 
a bouse when it is built the little inexpensive 
clock on the parlor tel will control other 
clocks in every room and give the house abso- 
lute, ecientificelly correct fime without any 
attention from any person. 

Behind the faces of the clocks, which will 
be just as the present timepiece ip appear- 
ance, are three wheels,and threeonly. These 
serve to produce the different rate of move- 
ment of the hands, second, minute, and hour. 
There is not another wheel or bit of mechan- 
ism behind ‘the clock face, and the entire con- 
struction ig so simple that the manufacturing 
cost is far below that of any other high grade. 
timepiece. For a few dollars a clock can 
be made that, under the ordinary care, dust- 
ing, and handling of the housemaid, will not 
vary more than two seconds a month from 
true time, according to the inventor, whereas 
the best ship’s chronometers, costing as 
much as $350 each, under the most careful 
attemtion vary at leaat ten seconds a month.

This application of electric and | 
force is so new thet Mr. Crowdus’ applica- 


tion for patent on the underlying principle 


was granted by the examiners of the patent 
buresu without citetion, According to the 
inventor, the cause of inaccuracy in clocks 
for which no remedy hag heretofore been 
found is as follows: “ The time factor of 
any oscillating pendulum or balance wheel 
varies directly with the force of its im- 


pulse.”

Principle Applied ta Pendulum. 

He contends that no mechanically driven 
pendulum or whéel, the only kind in use now, 
can be made to reeeive an unvarying im- 
pulse Mr. Crowdus hag applied his prin- 
ciple to the pendulum. It swings in a vacuum 
the same way that the ball operates and 
with the same scientific verity. He has pro- 
duced a model mantel clock, only twelve 
inches high, which is the shortest clock ever 
made to indicate time in dead beat seconds. 
All previous clocks beating seconds required 
a pendulum over three feet long. 

The new principle ae applied to ball and 
pendulum is intended only for use in clocks 
that are adjusted to one fixed position, and 
will find its greatest usefulness in office 
buildings, factories, hotels, and the onerat- 
ing -systems of railways. For portable 
clecks Mr. Crowdus claims to have achieved 
some remarkable résultg by applying the 
principle to the balance wheel, 

A feature of the clock that is important 
is the extremely smal! electrical current re- 
quired to induce the magnetic impulse. If 
the clock is of the balance wheel variety a 
single dry cell battery will keep it running 
for twelve or fifteen months. But if the 
clock is in a fixed position no battery is 
needed at all, the current necessary being 
secured from two zinc and copper plates 
buried a few feet below the surface of the 
ground. These will keep the clock running 
without any attention whatever for a4 num- 
ber of years.

According to the government reports the 
average value of horses in the United States 
is $111.67, which is nearly $3 more than it was 
in 1910. — 

Since 1900, when the automobile began to 
be regarded less as a toy and more as@ possi- 
ble necessity, the average value of horses has, 
increased from $44.61—a gain of $77.07 a head. 
The gain has kept up every year except one, 
when there was a loss of 10 cents a head be- 
tween 1007 and 1908. The figures for those 
twelve years have been: 1900, $44.61; 1901, 
$52.86; 1902, $56.61; 1908, $62.25; 1904, $67.93; 
1905, $70.37; 1906, $80.72; 1907, $93.51; 1908, 
$03.41; 1909, $96.64; 1910, $108.19; 1911, $111.67. 

The period from 1894 to 1901 was the low 
water mark for horses. In 1897 the average 
value dropped to $81.51. During the years 
1805, 1896, 1897, and 1898 the figures were 
under $40 for the only time in the history ot 

this conaitry. 

The average value this year of other farm 
animals follows: Mules, $125.62, as compared 
‘with $119.84 in 1910; milk cows, $40.49, and 


$19.41; sheep, $3.73 in 1911 and $4.08 in 1910; 
swine, $9.35, and $9.14.

All farm animals except sheep have in- 
efeased in value between the first of 1910 and 
the first of 1911. 

Although Illinois is thé first state with re- 
spect to the number of horses, the most ex- 
pensive are found in Massachusetts and/ 


Connecticut and New Jerséy are next, $142. 


The average value of the horse in Illinois is 
$123, which ts $1 less than in 1910. In Wis- 
econsin the average value is $122, which is $1 
more than im 1910. The gain in Massachu- 
setts has been $20 a head in one year; in 
Rhode Isiand it has been $19 a head. 

The southern states lead by a large margin 
in mules. The most expensive are in South 
Carolina, where they are worth $173 each. 
Georgia fs second, $163. and Florida is third, 
$161. Mules in IMinois are worth $130 and in 
Wisconsin $122, the same as horses. A mule 
is worth $15, more this year than last in South 
Caroling, $6 more ip Georgia and Florida, $1

Sixty Years of American Railway Building. 


On the - 


NQUBESTIONABLY one of the most 
remarkable careers in history of 
American railroading has tur- 
nished so many fllustrious examples 
of brilliant or faithful work is that 

of Don Juan \Whittemore, who recently re- 
tired a# chief engineer of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul rail 

Mr. Whittemore ts 81 years of age, he has 
been building railroads for a little over 
sixty-three yeara, and has held the office of 
chief engineer for the St. Paul system con- 
tinuously for forty-seven years, or virtu- 
ally throughout the entire existence of the 
company. 

Mr. Whittemore not only eajers the dis- 
tinction of having built and located railroads 
all over the United States and a part of Can- 
ada and Cuba while most of the present big 
transportation systems of the country were 
still undreamed of, but he has himself super- 
vised the construction and reconstruction 
during nearly half a century of one of the 
biggest of them all, from almost nothing 
to some 9,000 miles 

In fact, the crowning achievement of hie 
ufe, undertaken at the age of 77, many years 
after the time of retirement for most men, 
was the supervision in many of the most 
essential features of the construction of a 
new railroad reaching half way across the 
continent. This is the Pacific coast extension 
of the St. Paul system, known since its 
completion during the last year as the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and Puget Sound railway, 
extending for 1,500 miles west of the Mis- 
souri river to Tacoma and Seattle.

tal railroads, the Puget Sound, also repre- 
sents the accomplishment of some of the 
most difficult engineering feats ever encoun- 
tered in laying steel tracks and a level! road- 
bed across natural barriers, In order to se- 
cure the lowest grade of any of the trane- 
continental lines across the Rocky moun- 
tains no expense was spared and no obstacle 
too great to be removed from its path, and 
twelve miles of tunnels through the solid 
rock, besides hundreds of bridges, stand as 
monuments to the skill ang Ppianning of the 
engineer. 

While many younger engineers of ability 
have won big reputations in the accomplish- 
ment of this mighty task, Mr. Whittemore 
was the man who planned and directed from 
the resources of experience gained when the 
men actually carrying on the work were in 
many instances yet unborn. 

Even in retirement the St. Paul railroad 
is not to dispense entirely with the knowledge 
and advice of this dean of the engineers of the 
country. He will be given the honorary title 
of consulting engineer for life, and at his

upon at any time for counsel.

road between Swanton, Vt., and Rouse Point, 
N. ¥. On completion of this line he was ap- 
pointed assistant engineer in charge of a divi- 
sion of the Great Western railway of Canada. 

In 1862 and 1858 he built the Centra) Ohio 
railway between Zanesville, O.; and Wheel- 
ing, W. Va., and in July, 1858, was made as- 
sistant to the chief engineer of the La Crosse 
and Milwaukee railroad, now a part of the 
St. Paul system. After four years with this 
company he became chief engineer~ef the 
Southern Minnesota road, locating 250 miles 
of line, and from 1859 .o 1860 was assist- 
ant chief engineer on the Ferrocarril dei 
Ceste in Cuba In 1860 he returned to the 
La Crosse and Milwaukee as chief engineer. 
and in 1863, when that road was merged 
with the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
was made chief engineer of the system 
which title he held until last Tuesday. 

Mr. Whittemore is a member of the Amer- 
ican Society of Civil Engineers and the 
American Society of Mechanical Engineers 
and has received the honorary degrees. of 
LL. D. from the University of Wisconsin 
and of civil éngineer from the University oi 
Vermont. 

During recent years Mr. Whittemore has 
devoted more of his time to consulting and 
planning with the men in the fleld than to 
active work, and on account of his thorough 
knowledge_of the early construction of the 
road has been a frequent witness in rate 
cases, where expert testimony as to costs of 
construction and valuation has been re 
quired. For several years while living in 
Milwaukee he has maintained his office at the 
Chicago headquarters of the company, mak-

The girdies ait emphasize the high waisted

One attractive girdle seen on a white lin- 
gerie frock, the slp of which twas a delicate 

pink, was of pink ribbon in one of the 
softest qualities. made into a simple crush 
girdie, and in the back there were three large 
loops which stood straight up and down. 
Below the knot which held these in place were 
two long ends finished im a wide fringe of 
small beads in pink and white.

These girdles are usually made on a soft 
crin foundation, which is shaped to the fig- 
ure and boned, but not stiffly so. Over this 
the outside is draped and securely caught 
The hooks and eyes must be put near enough 
together so that there is no danger of any 
gaping. 

The sheet lingerie slips are lovely with the 
seams put together with lace insertion or the 
finest nainsook beading im the half isch 
widths. A wide beading is set around the 
bottom of the slip proper, and to this ts at- 
tached a scant embroidery flounce or a lace 
trimmed one. The under or dust ruffle is 
left off the slips now to aid in the slender 
effects so much desired. 

A pretty girdle is made of messaline satin, 
cut on a true bias, and eleven inches wide. 
The foundation is five or six inches wide and 
is even in width all the way around. It fas- 
tens invisibly in the midkile front and the 
manner of draping is a simple one. The silk 
ig laid in upward plaits to meet the width 


*‘ of the foundation, and is fastened to the right 


front edge of the foundation. It is then 

tacked in place smoothly around to the op- 

posite edge.

Never were there more beautiful ribbons, 
and these are used extensively for gircles.. 
One in Dresden effect is folded around the 
waist in soft folds. In the back there are 
short, double bows, and hanging from these 
are two ends, which reach nearly to the bot- 
tom of the skirt.

-A good many of the petticoats which are 
seen in the stores have the tops made of a 
sort of jersey cloth which fits with absolute 
smoothnesa,over the hips, but there is no 
reason why in making one’s own skirts they 
cannot be made to fit just as perfectly and 
be all made of the messaline. This is one of 
the most approved materials for petticoats 
at present on account of its softness. 

Seven gores are the best number to use, 
unless one has unusually large hips, in which 
event nine will be better. Seven for the 
medium sized figure and nine for the larger 
one should make darts unnecessary. The 
skirt must not be fitted too tight or it will 
If it is well 
fitted there will not be a wrinkle, and in the 
back there should be a slight ease to prevent 
the silk breaking easily. 

The top of the petticoat ts finished with 
a bias facing, instead of a band, and this is 
stitched on with the seam coming on the 
wrong side, and before. turning the facing 
down press the seam open with the nail and 
notice how much. flatter a turning can be 
made at the seam than simply by turning over 
in the prdinary way. Clip the seam over the 
hips so it will not pucker when turned down.

Starching. 


F lour Starch. 

Upon reading “starch making” ecetiata 
for which $5 prize was given I descended to 
kitchen of this small hotel to question the 
proprietor’s wife as to what was her receipt 
for starch. As her table nen always looks 
like new—each pattern stands out clear and 
satiny. In fact, never have I seen more beau- 
tiful laundered jinen !n hotel or private house. 
It was “ flour—only flour—with little bluing,’’ 
nothing else added. I was more than sur- 
prised, as results surpass any starch on the 
market. Flour starch—Mix first with coid 
water the flour. Then pour on "gradually 
boiling water and boil till clear. Strain 
through cloth. Add bluing. For tabledinen 
Clothes 
keep stiff longer and more satisfactory than 
by using regular starch. ,.

Starch Making Recipe. 

Two tablespoonfuls of best lump starch, 
one tablespoonful of powdered borax. one cup 
of cold water. Stir until starch is dissolved. 

Two quarts of hot (not boiling) water: stir 
well while pouring water on the starch: Have 
the starch as hot as you can bear your hands 
in it. The clothes to be starched should be 
dried first. Dip in the starch and wring 
as dry as possible; wrap in clean damp 
cloths.. They can. be ironed at once or set 
aside over night if desired. 

When taking an iron from the fire dip it 
quickly tnto cold water, wipe off and see how 
smoothly it glides over the starched clothes. 
By this prcceées of starching and ironing 
wax and worry sre banished from the home 
laundry. Wring napkins out of warm water 
and when ironing ther iron on both cides. 
then fold. They wit! be like new. For scorched 
articles, even white silk ties, use Glear water 
and a clean cloths rub the starch carefully, 
and while still damp place in the sunshine. 


* The scorch will entirely disappear. By plac- 


ing an iron pi. over the.irons the latter will 
heat better and you will save the consump- 
tion of gas. ' Mrs. A. K.

INCE her star rose, and burned, ad set 
ho one has been able to think 6f the 
woman rising from obscurity to the 
glamour of wealth and power without 
associating the nameof Eugénie Montijo. 
To most only her Christian name will be 
familiar, yet there was a day when the 
fact that an ambassador's wife sneering- 
ly referred to her as “a Mile. Montijo” played its 
part in & European war. | 

Eugénie Montijo was born in Spain of a parentage 
in which there was Scotch and English blood. Her 
father belonged to a trifling nobility which none 
might take too seriously; her mother could speak of 
no genealogy. They were even poor, these obscure 
Spaniards. Frequently there was question about the 
money to educate the daughters. 

Nearly every one has read the romantic story of 
the sorceress who told the little senorita when she 
had developed into nothing more than a daring tom- 
boy of some 14 years, “She shall be queen.” But no 
mere royalty was to bound the ambitions of this un- 
known girl. In the end she became empress, despot 
over much of Europe’s society, the cause behind the 
greatest war of modern Europe—empress of beauty and 
fashion. 

Possibly in London, but more probably later in Paris, 
this young and wonderfully beautiful girl met the man 
who had been a table waiter in England and was des- 
tined to become emperor of the French. Following 
the third Napoleon's elevation ta the presidency, this 
acquaintance with Mlle. Montijo grew into an intimacy 
that alarmed Napoleon's ambitious friends. With the 
coup d'état that made him emperor, Napoleon sent to 
the mother of Eugénie a note saying that “no marriage 
could come of this.” 

Mme. Montijo, however, received the envoy with 
such show of breeding and forbearance that the ime- 
pressionable Napoleon was only the more infatuated. 
Then came a season of walks and rides in the palace 
grounds, fétes at which the emperor paid the young 
girl more attention than he vouchsafed the princesses 
of his court. It all concluded in the announcement of 
ah engagement and, a year later, the marriage. The

sorceress had spoken truth. Eugénie was more than 
queen. 

There were problems ahead, to be sure. . The. old 
royalties of Europe took unkindly to the adventurer 
emperor of France and were much the more outraged 
at the elevation of the unknown and disparaged Mlle. 
Montijo to the throne. But Eugénie had youth and 
beauty and wit, a capacity for leadership, and a knack 
of doing the unexpected. Slowly but surely Europe 
swallowed its rancor and accepted her. There fol- 
lowed the most brilliant court period of modern‘\times, 
to be terminated only when the Prussian armies\won 
at Sedan and put the emperor to flight. The exile in 
England that fellowed has not yet ended. Napoleon 
himself died not long after his final defeat, but the 
Empress Eugénie, who began life poor and o®scure, 
still lives on her big estates, even fm her great age 
perhaps the most talked and written of woman on 
earth. . ; .

One of the first to fall under the magic of her 
charms was Gerald Hughes, son of the late United 
States Senator Charles J. Hughes Jr., whose vacant 
seat is now causing a deadlock in the Colorado legis- 
lature.

Again she appeared in print ‘when the courts of Cali- 
fornia were deciding to give her stepdaughter, Alice 
Bolt Tevis, the trifling sum of $2,500,000, which was 
one-third of. her estate. 

The widow. Tevis would, of course, have been entitled 
to one-third of the estate, and no more, but she had 
still another surprise for the public as well as the 
courts. She announced, in the Probate court, that she

He denied everything, said he was a kind and solic 
itous husband and father, that Mrs. McKee was so far 
from being starved that she had spent from $22 to $40 
for her lunches, and that she had left thousands of 
dollars of good Pittsburg money at Monte Carlo.

'MAKING A CHICAGO HARBOR 
eee ee eres, 


(Chief Engineer Sanitary District of Chicago.) 
STUDY of statistics of the tonnage 


handled by vessels for the last twenty 
years in and out of the port of Chi- 
cago will show a marked decrease 
while in the meantime the tonnage of 
other lake ports, notably Milwaukee, Duluth, 
Cleveland, and Buffalo, and the great lakes 
themselves, will show a great increase. 

When it is remembered that the reason for 
the remarkable growth “of the city of Chi- 
cago is its advantageous location with rela- 
tion to lake and rail transportation, anything 
that tends to decrease its water borne com- 
merce becomes alarming, for as the com- 
merce of the city is affected, so retroactively 
will the growth and wealth of the city itself 
be affected; This does not apply to Chicago 
alone, but applies equally well to the en- 
tire state of ILllinols. All other states bor- 
dering on the great lakes have better harbor 
facilities than Illinois with its one port at 
Chicago, so that if Illinois, through Chicago, 
does not construct an adequate harbor, the 
result will be that freight will be handled 
through other states, to the disadvantage of 
Illinois, 

To show the extent of the decrease tn its 
lake traffic, {t is only necessary to state that 
through the Chicago river in 1889 there was 
handled nearly 11,000,000 tons of freight, and 
that since that time the tonnage has fallen 
off until in 1008 it was only about $4,000,000 
tons. It is true that the tonnage of the Calu- 
met river has increased in the meantime, but 
‘this bas been almost entirely due jo the 
traffic in ore and ore products. Even taking 
these. into consideration, the two harbors, 
Chicago and Calumet rivers, have not held 
their own, and when one analyzes the classes 
of freight handled we find conditions much

The control of boat lines by the 
railroads hag been made possible, for the 
reason that the railroads have obtained con- 
trol of the docks nd terminal facilities of the 
vessel lines, so that at the present time there 
trol of the docks and termina! facilities of the 
river where independent vessel lines or 
“tramp” steamers may dock without pay- 
ing exorbitant terminal charges. In other 
words, all the dock frontage of the rivers is 
either owned, by the railroad lines or by 
steamship companies controlled by the rail- 
roads. 


The control of vessel lines and docks by 
the railroads or affiliated interests has not 
béen the only reagon for the decrease in lake 
traffic at the port of Chicago. Twenty or 
thirty years ago the Chicago river was ade- 


quate to handle all freight coming in by water 
transportation, but as the size of the vessels 
on the lakes increased the Chicago river be- 
came crowded and the difficulties of naviga- 
tion became greater by reason of the fact 
that an increased population made it im- 
perative to span tHe river with numerous 
bridges and the cost of navigation became 
more expensive. 
_ 
Other Ports Reap Profits. 

This has tended to drive traffic to other 
ports where the movement of vessels would 
not’ be greatly interfered with. The large 
boats which now enter the Chicago river are 
put to a great expense for the hire of tugs, 
they lose time in passing through the bridges, 
so that the expense of handling a vessel in the 
Chicago river probably costs from $200 to 
$500 more than it would cost to handle the 
game vessel at some port where the har-: 
bor is on or near the lake front. Thou- 
sands of tons of freight have consequently 
been diverted to Duluth, Milwaukee, and 
other western ports.

Today Chicago merchants find it more prof- 
itable to ship and receive freight at Milwau- 
kee, as the river conditions just cited have so 
increased the cost of handling freight that 
it is cheaper to unload it from the vessels 
at Milwaukee and send it to Chicago by rail 
than it is to bring it directly to Chicago by 
boat.

Some of Many Advantages. 

The conditions mentioned have resulted in 
a movement for an adequate harbor for Chi- 
cago. Committees of the city council, sani- 
tary district, and of the Chicago Association 
of Commerce have held many meetings and 
have finally agreed upon harbor bills which 
are now pending in the general assembly of 
the state of IMinois. If these billsare enacted 
into laws the power will be granted either 
to the city of Chicago or the sanitary dis- 
trict of Chicago to construct a harbor on the 
lake front at a point where it will be easilly 
accessible to lake vessels and where charges 
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ports :

for dockage will be placed so low that it wil! 
attract commerce, and where all vessels will 
receive the same treatment whether owned 
by railroads or of independent ownership. 

Many advantages will accrue to a lake 
front harbor which are not possible in. a 
river harbor. One of the greatest hindrances 
to reductions in lake rates to ports which only 
afford a river harbor, such as the city of 
Chicago, is the high and increasing rentals of 
dock property. Today 20 per cent of the 
lake freight rates are absorbed by dock 
rentals, and, of course, the higher the ad- 
vance in the value of dock property the high- 
er will the rentals be. Property along the 
Chicago river now has such a high value that 
it is not economiéat ¢o use it for dockage 
Purposes. River frontage is now worth all 
the way from §2.50 to $25, or even $80 per 
square foot. 

A lake front harbor can be created, equipped 
with freight sheds, warehouses, railroad 
yards. freight handling matchinery, etc., at 
a@ total cost which, ineluding the land, wil! 
be less than $1 per square foot. A lake front 
harbor would not be in competition with 
property lying along the Chicago river. for 
the reason that the lake front harbor wil) 
be used for receiving and distributing freight, 
whereas the property along the Chicago 
river will be put to some other industria! use 
with which this harbor wil] not be in com- 
petition. 

The saving in time tn receiving and ¢is- 
charging cargoes is an tmportant item in 
considering the value of a lake front harbor. 
It is estimated that a vessel discharging a 
cargo in the Chicago river will take from 
one to two days longer than it would to dis- 
charge the same cargo on a lake front har- 
bor. The operating expenses of a lake ves- 
sel is in the neighborhood of $200 per day, 
so every day saved in the wading and un- 
loading of a cargo is equivalent to a saving 
of $200. This may well be considered the 
margin between a loss and a good profit in the 
operating of a vessel. The saving in tug 
bills will be considerable, as the vessels will 
be able to land In the outer harbor with their 
own steam.

_ River Business Also Increased. 

The actual business on the river will be {n- 
creased, but this increase will not interfere 
with pedestrians and vehicles in the streets 
which span the river with bridges, as the 
business will be handled largely by lightors 
that can pass under the bridges without ne- 
cessitating opening them, as is the case with 
large lake veseela.

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Rail Connection an Essential. 

The plans for the lake front harbor include 
adequate rail connection with the plera 
This is absolutely necessary to a successful 
harbor. Most of the publicly owned harbors 
of Europe and the two best examples of pub- 
licly owned harbors in the United States 
(New Orleans and San Francisco) own ané 
operate belt railways in connection with the 
harbor. The Chicago river, by reason of the 
large number of docks owned by the retl- 
roads, offers a splendid opportunity for trans- 
ferring car freight to the harbor by meansof 
ear ferries. The construction of an adequete 
belt railroad in Chicago is probably out of 
the question, but the present system of trans- 
fer lines can, with little difficulty, be con- 
nected with the harbor and will furnish ade- 
quate ewitching facilities. 

The people of Chicago have taken little a@ 
vantage of the pleasure of travel by water 
during the pleasant weather of sumer. The 
boat passenger traffic out of Chicago, with @ 
population of 2,266,000, ie barely more than 
that of Toledo, with a population of only 175,- 
000. Detroit, with a populatior of lees then 
one-fifth of the population of Chicago, has- 
died in 1906 nearly 7500,000 passengers, while 
Chicago handled only 1,800,000 passengers. 
Managers of passenger boat lines are all of 
the opinion that with the centralization of 
this business In a lake front harbor with ade- 

quate dock facilities this business will in- 
crease to’a marvelous extent. It is certain 
chat Chicago offers a great opportunity for 
increase in lake paesenger traffic.

Westward with the imperial constellation, 
the avenue arrives at further business glory 
at Fortieth avenue. Here for several blocks 
is another mercantile center which has al- 
ready arrived and which still has most of 
its future before it.

North avenue brags of three perfectly good 
and live business men's associations. First 
and oldest of these is the North Avenue Mer- 
chants’ association, which rules the street 
between the lake and theriver. Here Arthur 
Josetti is president, William Schrader vice 
president, William Boeddner secretary and 
Charles Schick treasurer. This association

work of the defunct North Side Merchants’ 


_ association, probably the first business men’s 


organization in the city outside the loop. The 
association now has100 members. It has had 
street celebrations for nearly ten years, tak- 
ing for itself the term, ‘“‘ Great White Way.” 


So long ago as.1905 it put in a set of private 


street lights and claims to be the pioneer in 
this form of public enterprise. It has suc- 
ceeded in working many reforms in the older 
section of the avenue. 

Between Western and California avenues 
the West North Avenue Business Men's as- 
sociation is working for the common advan- 
tage of its merchants. Dr. Oscar L. Peter- 
son, president of the association, dled March 
"8S of this year. Dr. F. E. Bisewski is vice 
president, John Hessler secretary and L. A. 
Leistikow treasurer.. This association has a 
large membership and has been in existence 
nine years. Its greatest victory has been the 
removal of obstructing buildings which 
formerly nearly clored the street. It has 
beer, working on transportation probiems, 
east and west, and other improvement meas- 
ures. 
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Avenue Under Careful Guidance. 

The third association is called the West 
North Avenue Business association, and Its 
home isat Fortieth avenue. A. H. Greenburg 
is president, and J. M. Reines secretary and 
treasurer. The heart and soul of this asso- 
clation is wrapped up in getting the Metro- 
politan “ L’* extended west from Lawndale 
avenue. 

There are several other organizations in- 
terested. in thestreet. among them the Kedzie 
Avenue. Improvement association and the 
Northwest Stde Merchants’ association, cen- 
tering on Milwaukee avenue. The crossing 
of Milwaukee avenue, Robey street, and 
North avenue, by the way, is one of the live- 
liest intersections on the street. 

Street car problems have played a great 
part in the history of the avenue and its busi- 
hess men are congratulating themselves that 
they are at last on the point of success. 
North avenue cars do more business than any 
other north side cross town transportation 
But until six months ago they were of the 
small family party type which is now to be 
found only on the outskirfsofthecity. Until 
the new bridge was built two or three years 
ago larger cars could not be run, and since 
then there has been a problem of ratlway 
track crossings.

Just Another Case 
of Push in Chicago. 


NE of the most striking illustrations 
of Chicago’s real, unalloyed push may 
be witnessed almost any day this 
spring in any of the outlying delivery 
sections of the big stores. 

In some of these localities the merchants 
actually deliver goods in Wheelbarrows. The 
unpaved streets are now so heavy with mud 
and there are 60 many sink holes that it is 
impossible for the wagon to reach the doors 
of hundreds of customers. The driver, who 
always is helped by a boy, drives as near a 
number of such delivery points as he is eble 
to get, and then the boy and the wheelbarrow 


‘do the rest. 


The barrow ts built especially for the pur- 
pose and when not in use le suspended under 
the wagon and is carried on each and every 
trip, no matter how long it is. 

The boy loads all the way from five to 
twenty-five parcels on the barrow and he 
starts out to make as many deliveries, keep- 
ing his vehicle on the sdiewalk. He uses no 
other power than that of his stout arms be- 
tween the handles, and he continues to hold 
up his load and to push until the last bundle 
has been delivered. This procedure is called 
“sending the boy one hike ’’ and thousands 
of dollars’ worth of goods are ‘ hiked” in 
this way almost-every day of springtime or 
during muddy conditions of the streets. He 
makes a detour, sometimes more than a mile 
long, and meets the wagon at a given point. 
A stout boy will put a small stove one wheel- 
barrow and wheel it to its buyer e half mile 
or more from the place where the wagon has 
to stop. 

The delivery system of the Chicago stores 
is known to be the most extensive and com- 
prehensive in the mercantile world. It is by, 
the aid of a plucky boy with a wheelbarrow 
that the system is carried to extremes known 
to few citizens who do not live fn districts 
where the barrow delivery is necessary.

Indianapolis has announced. that before a 
ear is allowed to start it must shew fis abi’- 
ity to average better than seventy-five miles 
an hour. There has been considerable cur'!- 
Osity in Chicago as to how this test is to 
be made, but now comes the information from 
Indianapolis that it has been decided these 
speed trials will take place the Saturday 
preceding the big event. The test will be 
over a quarter mile stretch, which will be 
laid out in the main home stretch. With 
Starter Wagner on the job, each car will be 
given a flying start and unless its pace equals 
seventy-five miles an hour its entry will be 
rejected. 

At Indianapolis also will be held a meet- 
ing of the racing drivers who are forming an 
organization of theirown. Preliminary steps 
in this direction were taken in New York 
recently when some fifteen of the stars of 
the country agreed to go into the proposed 
association. Eddie Hearne of Chicago was 
one of those at this session and he declares 
that the associatitn will in no sense be a 
union. The drivers have in mind the better- 
ment of racing. They want the-new drivers 
to win their spurs before being given a license 
by the American Automobile association. 
Giearne says promoters will be asked to put 
on novice races and not’ until a man has 
won one of these will he be aliowed to par- 
ticipate in the big events. The stars decline 
to take chances with men who know little of 
the racing game. 

Promoters spend too much for cups and do 
not hang up enough money for the drivers, 
according to the views of the organizers of 
this association, Who propose asking that 
there be a more equal division of the spoils 
in the future. They claim that the manufac- 


turers who get the cups they win would . 


be just as well satisfied if the trophies did not 
cost so much and the drivers know they 
would be. 

Few realize how much money !s spent in the 
state of Illinois alone in the way of motor 
taxes until Thomas J. Hay, a director of the 
Chicago Automobile Trade = association.

said Mr. Hay. “ For each electrically pro- 
pelled vehicle the sum of $8 will be charged. 
It also provides for distinctive color taggy 
each year, which entails an expense for 
changing these tags. It further provides 
that eacimdealer is to register at a cost of 
$15 per year, for which he gets two tags 
to be used on his demonstrating cars, while 
additional tags for this purpose may be se- 
cured at $1 each. 
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n Hundred-Mile Figure Is Beatable. 
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“ There are approximately 30,000 cars in the 
state of Il/Mnois, and the average rate that 
wil) be asked for Mcenses under the horse 
power rating will be a little over $7.

Perhaps no visiting painter has ever given 
so generously of his time, this thought, his 
enthusiasm, as Sefior Sorolia. He has become 
@ familiar figure in the institute classes, and 
has taught a class of instructors, freshenins 
and inspiring them with his knowledge and 


magnetism. One day, being asked who are. 


the great painters of the last half century, 
he replied: s 

“That depends on what you mean. There 
have been a number of admirable painters— 
for the public—but only a few indispensables. 
The indispensables? Well, Goya, who said 
a new word of realism—but he was earlier. 
Then Menzel, who gave up painting big his- 
torical machines and found new things to 
say about actual life. And Millet,’ with his 
profound sincerity, his beauty of the spirit, 
And Monet, with his discoveries about light; 
and Degas, with his perception of the human 
grace of things, of the mere materials of 
life. And finally Whistler, with his discovery 
of the art of Japan, and of its bearing upon 
all present and future art; Whistler, with his 
instinct for line and proportion, his feeling 
that a picture-ie not an easy but a difficult 
thing, not a snapshot but a careful arrange- 
ment. Other artists have done admirable 


‘work, but without these six modern art would 


have been a different thing. They were the 


» progressives, the indispensables.”’ « 


In the large south gallery of the institute 
most of the portraits painted by Sefior Sorolla 
in Chicago are now on exhibition. Those of 
Tra Nelson Morris and of Mrs. Morris and

ocean. 

The picture is epic in its majesty and dra- 
matic in its power. An immense green wave 
has rolled ip upon the rocks and broken into 
a@ mountain offoam. As itcurls back, leaving 
a hollow along the shore, the sunlight strikes 
vivid blues and greens through the splendid 


~marching mass of water. Beyond, from the 


horizon, a fierce gray storm is rushing; al- 
ready rag ends of clouds have almost reached 
the shore, and the sky is thrillingly alive and 
steel blue in its wrath, while the sea is somber 
and heavy and angry under the lashing wind. 
Just wind and sea and surf, and a few 
brown rocks on the shore—that is al! there is 
to it: and yet here we have the grand prime- 
val strife of the elements. A human soul as 
impassioned eas the sea saw the splendid 
conflict and grasped ita meaning and beauty, 
and painted it as Isaiah or Dante might have 
painted it if Hebrew prophet or Italian poet 
had spoken with the brush instead of the pen. 
Such a sea picture as this is beyond the 
reach of Turner, the dreamer, or Maris, the 
chronicler, or any one else who ever 
ventured to put wave action on canvas. Put 
it im a roomful of marines by the most fam- 
ous painters of the sea and it will put out 
their light as electricity puts out a candle— 
you ‘will see nothing else in ‘the room. 
Yet the Friends of American Art, it is said, 
have declined to buy this picture. It is in- 
credible that ‘this decision should. .be final. 
For years it has been a crying shame that 
this great American master—one of our three 
test painters—was not represented in 
the Institute collections. Here is the first 
opportunity which has occurred in years to 
remedy that defect. If the Friends let it 
slip they are unlikely to find another exam- 
ple of this importance in the market. One 
or two members of the committee fee} that 
this is not one of the best Homers in exist- 
ence.
